There is an epidemic among horses at 
Uinpqua Ferry, Or., and a number have 
died. 
The Indian Church at Puyallup, W. T., 
numbers 220 members. 
Rev. Mr. Mann is 
pastor. 
Two new vessels are being built, in Hum­ 
boldt bay, one to cost >14,000, the other 
$18,000. 
The Government crib-work at Coos Bay, 
Or., has proved verj effective in improving 
the harbor. 
Grizzly bears are disagreeably numerous, 
and stock suffers therefrom, in some parts 
of Lake county, Oregon. 
W. S. Lofton claims to have found gold 
on the head of Dorris ereek, Lake county, 
0 regen, in considerable quantity. 
War. By bee, of Jackscn county, Oregon, 
has sent in the past twenty years 20,000 
fatted hogs to the California market. 
Work is progressing on the new town 
hall at Jacksonville, Or., and it will be 
completed during the fore part of 1881. 
Beavers are quite numetous along the 
hanks of the Feather river. 
Those taken 
are reported very large, and their fur fine 
and saleable. 
A deer was run into the reservoir of the 
Amador Canal Company, near Sutter Creek, 
Amador county, Friday, aud killed by Mr. 
Walk meis ter. 
The assessment rolls show the value of 
all property in Alameda county to lie 
$59 736,000 ; deducting mortgages there 
is $49,299,000. 
The Oregon Astorian says there are 10,­ 
000 cases of salmon at Pillar Rock, 20,000 
at Clifton, and at other points about 25,000 
cases yet to ship. 
The Board of Supervisors of Alameda 
county are again getting agitated about the 
boundary line between Alameda and Con­ 
tra Costa counties. 
Hotels at The Dalles, Or., are crowded. 
The Umatilla and Cosmopolitan are feeding 
over 500 people every day, anil the number 
is steadily increasing. 
The total vote for Delegate from Wash­ 
ington Territory in 1880 numbered 15,823, 
and that ot 1S7S, 12.647—a gain of 3,176, 
or a little over 25 per cent. 
The most costly building in the country, 
when completed, will be the Mormon 
Temple at Salt Lake City, the cost of 
which is estimated at $27,000,000.

astonishing h er uneducated friends by her 
p erfo rm an ces in m n-ic ; was familiar with 
mathematics, history, etc.; read the cur­ 
rent lite ra tu re of th e d ay ; was fashionably 
dressed and posse, =ed her casket oí jewels. 
I had insisted she w as not being educated. 
The love of d ress 1 a being fostered, but 
the real, artistic 1 0 of dress was being lost 
sijht of. 
In ste a d of educating by quality 
anit manufacture 1 1 the simple dress appro­ 
priate for the b -uty and freshness of 
youth, the girl wr being adorned in a man­ 
ner only suitabh for that sad time of 
w om an’s lile w hen nee feels she is stepping 


BEYOND TIM CONFINES OF YOUTH 
And must see1: adornment. The perceptive 
faculties are lying dormant. 
The study of 
natural history, which brings to the young 
so much pleasure, is an unknown letter to 
her. 
She has gained no knowledge for its 
real worth, but accepted the cramming 
very much as the Curistmas turkey. 
I 
thought at the same time of a young girl 
in Sacramento, whom I had seen in tears 
over a lesson for which her early training 
had not li.ted her. 
She would come from 
her studies nervously depressed when she 
should have come jubilaut with something 
gained. 
Her anxiety to keep up with her 
class was urged by the mother, who pointed 
out to her that it would bo a disgrace 
to the family if she did not come up to the 
proper standard. 
Truly’ George Mac­ 
Donald calls emulation the devil-shadow of 
aspiration. 
If I could only urge mothers 
to study the real objects of education, show 
them how ebsy it is to infuse into a child a 
love of knowledge with the love of nature, 
which leads step by step and allows 
the natural tastes to develop.

KeilogL', 
our botanist, 
speak of 
the 
eagerness 
with 
which 
children 
allowed to go into the field with competent 
teachers, would grasp at the study of 
botany, and how a little girl astonished 
some professors by her knowledge of that 
science, rained wholly during walks and 
talks. 
I wonder so often that teachers do 
not make use of natural objects; but in­ 
stead of that they put up a picture aud 
call that an obj 
t lesson. 
1 am an en­ 
thusiastic admirer of Froebel. 


WHEN MY SHIP COMES IN 
I am going to open a school for mothers, 
where they may le a rn the necessity of a 
good p h y siq u e - th a t even in infancy chil­ 
dren g ain ideas, form and color, gain ideas 
of right and w rong. 
I tremble for the 


ch ild w hen I see it deceived in the simplest 
thing. 
I trem ble', too, w hen I see the 
child, p artic u la rly .1 g irl, taught to appear 
instead of to be. 
Let the child know prin­ 
ciples of rectitude _ ui !e at home, that the 
mother is true to herself, never allowing 
time fo r gossip or scaudal, and the child 
could n o t be in fluenced more from the out- 
B’de th a n from th e inside ol the home. 
With m inds sto red with useful knowledge, 
familiar with the written words of the 
great and good, we w ould have less love of 
the sensational. 
In strik io si co n tra st with the crammed 
young girls, I have iu my mind a young 
lady of line a cq u ire.cents in literature and 
in classical m usic, w ho said to me, “ I owe 
so much to my m o th er. 
She never per­ 
mitted me to read a book without knowing 
the contents. 
I was fifteen years old be­ 
fore works of fiction were placed in my 
hands. 
My m o th er read with me, and 
made interesting the books of travel, his­ 
tory and biography ; assisted me to commit 
choice poetry to memory, and to her 1 owe 
the tastes which have brought me 
SO MUCH PLEASURE, 
And so many friends.” These tastes have 
led her to collect a library of over 600 vol­ 
umes, whose pages have not the new look, 
but a spring flower, a brilliant leaf and 
dainty pencil marks show when and bow 
they have been read. 
These books have 
been purchased with the spending money 
too often foolishly expended. This yonng 
lady loves the beautiful in dress, is always 
daintily robed, but she has found t.ie 
means to collect about 300 photographs 
from the Brack man and other collections 
01 authors, artists and musical composers. 
In studying these faces her friends, with 
her, have learned to know refinement of 
taste aud purpose leaves its mark upon the 
features. 
Now I will come to another ex­ 
ample iu San Francisco of 
HOME EDUCATION. 
AYe regr- t sincerely Mrs. Austin’s long and 
painful illness. 
An elderly gentleman in­ 
quires daily for her. 
He said to me, “ I 
do not know her personally, but I should 
feel ba Uy to have anything happen to her.” 
•She is known to yon as Betsey B., the 
dramatic critic of a San Francisco weekly 
journal. 
She talks as well as she writes, 
and told me, in h r peculiarly sweet voice, 
that her fondness for reading was acquired 
when a young girl in one of our mountain 
towns. 
Siie referred tenderly to a lady 
who had inaued her books and directed her 
reading. 
S.ie owes her early education to 
her mother, who found time to teach her 
children, though burdeued with many cares 
in a rough mountain life. 
Betsey B. evi­ 
dently acquired from her mother the tastes 
she is now using so gracefully, for that 
mother directed the playing of little dramas 
and the issuance of a weekly paper. Many, 
who knew her in girlhood, wish her God 
speed. 
I can recall so many instances of 
home training. 
Mrs. Garfield is an ex­ 
ample of whom we shall hear much for 
some time lo come. 
What nobler work 
can any woman ask than to teach her own 
children. 
My curiosity led me to a meet­ 
ing of the 
SOCIAL SCIENCE SISTERHOOD. 
I had never attended a gathering of the 
kind. 
The President is evidently a strong 
woman, physically and mentally, and from 
the many attacks she resisted, should be 
morally strong. 
During a slight storm her 
nervousness wa3 exhibited by a continual 
tilling down of her jacket, very much as 
have seen county officers during their 
first political campaign. 
After a school­ 
girl-like essay on “ Woman,” read by a 
Boston lady, a discussion followed on 
woman’s rights. 
The wife of one of our 
State Senators took part. 
The usual argu­ 
ments were brought forward in favor of fe­ 
male suffrage, but that which touched me 
most a gentlewoman arose and said she 
had two sons, who were forced to wait 
twenty-one years to vote ; and she desired 
our naturalization laws changed, that for­ 
eigners might wait as long as her sons had 
done. 
She felt that would accomplish 
more than female suffrage.

Oi our prominent ladies than to be scruti­ 
nizing their apparel. 
It seems to me de­ 
moralizing to have the dress and appear­ 
ance of ladies described. 
In two recent 
articles of the Argonaut, the first and sec­ 
ond classes of San Francisco society have 
been made the subject of a keen but ad­ 
mirable satire, striking in the right direc­ 
tion. 
We hear so much of fashionable life 
in San Francisco through society notes and 
personal items, we are led into many errors 
concerning San Francisco ladies—I find 
many of them opposed to the publicity 
given to private entertainments. 
If a lady 
is elegantly attired she should be satisfied 
to please her rritnds, while tho=e, perhaps, 
of greater attractions are forced, through 
necessity, to appear in plainer garb—grace­ 
ful, as seen, but not bearing the critic’s de­ 
scription of dress.

RUINED NOBLEMEN. 


AN 
INTERESTING ACCOUNT OF DECAY­ 
ING 
NOBILITY. 


French Counts and Other Titled Personages 
and th e ir Declining Influence—A 
Disconsolate Countess. 


P aris, November 29, 18S0. 
The first titled gentleman I ever met in 
France was a Professor of she French lan­ 
guage, a very modest Professor, who taught 
the simple rudiments of grammar to for­ 
eigners. 
His parents had left him a little 
money which he had spent on his educa­ 
tion in a very expensive college patronized 
by rich nobles. 
Ou leaving there he had 
neither profession nor trade, or a cent iu the 
world. 
Oue of his rich companions, tak­ 
ing compassion on him, invited him to his 
father’s chateau in the country, whither he 
repaired as a guest without any future be­ 
fore him. 
As he passed his time in 
complete idleness he was tolerated by 
the family, sneered at by the servants, aDd 
was generally treat with such contempt 
that he decided to go anywhere and do any­ 
thing ; and that is how he came to 
be a professor. 
He w’as possessed of very 
ordinary intelligence, and in spite of his se­ 
vere experience would not divest himself 
of nis foolisu prejudices. 
He was permit­ 
ted to print a crown on his envelopes, but 
his title was exceedingly obscure, and 
might easily have been bogus for all one 
was able to know about i t ; his cards, dis­ 
tributed with unequaled generosity, were 
of the cheapest, commonest kind, and yet 
a great crown nearly’ covered one-half of 
the space. 
Poor fellow, he had nothing 
but that one thing to recommend him, aDd 
that one advantage did not alway-3 bring 
him good fortune, for 


A CLEVER GERMAN GIIIL 
In the class would frequently remark that 
a count without a chateau was possessed of 
no importance in her eyes, nor in any’body 
else’s, and the English professor said he 
was an ass, the German professor a fool, 
and so, in spite of the immense crown he 
conspicuously paraded, he did not find the 
world very appreciative. 
In the fifth story of a house where dwells 
one of my friends lives a young noble with 
his wife aud one child. 
They occupy one 
room aud a kitchen. 
As he had been 
brought up without having been taught 
any trade, and as he was very poor, he 
turned his hand to almost anything, aud is 
now employed in manufacturing children’s 
dolls, which industry his wife follows as 
well. 
Another nobleman kept a boarding­ 
house with the aid of his wife, whom he 
had married for her dot, aud after he had 
succeeded in spending it all on himself, 
opened this pension, iv here foreigners were 
preferred ; there were Russians, Germans. 
English and Americans. Whereas the wife 
who was naught but a common plebian, 
was accommodating, industrious and lady­ 
like ; the husband invariably swindled his 
boarders, and at the moment of departure, 
violent scenes would take place between 
himself and those persons who were so 
happy as to have a nobleman for a land­ 
lord. 
THE MOST PERFECT TYPE 
Of what the formerly rich and influential 
nobleman is to day, I met with in Nor­ 
mandy. 
The gentleman was about fifty 
years of age and a perfect Hercules. 
He 
had managed, with the aid of ballet dan­ 
cers, to get through with all his fortune at 
an early day, and he fuund himself while 
still young without a cent in the world, 
and without either trade or profession. A« 
he was too proud to work, he allowed his 
sister, who had not squandered her for­ 
tune, to bestow on him a pension of some 
300 francs per month. 
With that limited 
sum he could not of course continue to 
drive fast horses and court ballet-dancers, 
and as he was a man of tremendous appe­ 
tite, he boarded at a hotel for so much a 
month, and passed his time eating or re­ 
counting to the guests his past exploits and 
conquests. 
As he had never cultivated his 
mind in the least, his conversation kneu 
no change, and as one sometimes tired of 
the 
same 
histories of dancing girls, 
Monsieur 
le 
Marquis was 
made to 
understand that the subject he treat­ 
ed was 
uninteresting, and 
soon 
he 
was left to himself and his monstrous ap­ 
petite. 
His only effort towards earning 
any money was a proposition he made to a 
manufacturer of champagne cider to try 
and sell of it to each of his friends pro­ 
vided he were paid a high commission'; but 
the Marquis did not inspire his friends 
with sufficient confidence, and his commer­ 
cial enterprise did not prove a success. 
It 
was impossible to fini any one as thor­ 
oughly devoid of ideas, as uniuteresting, 
as perfectly animal and at the same time 
as extremely proud of his pedigree ; and in 
fact he was the bearer of one of the oldest 
and most aristocratic names of Normandy. 


HIS FEARFUL APPETITE 
Eventually discourag.il the landlord, w’ho 
begged him to go ruin somebody else. 
He 
next went to a hotel of an inferior order, 
and so continued down until he found a 
patissier who would accept him as a board­ 
er. 
There always remained some traces of 
his early education and days of gallantry ; 
for instance, did lie meet a lady he knew, 
he would involuntarily draw hie kid gloves 
from his pocket and put them on; but that 
was an unusual ceremony, as he had cereed 
to wear gloves for economy’s sake. 
The 
utter uselessness of this man, hi.-> fa'se ed­ 
ucation and the brutalized state into which 
he had fallen, is the exact type of a vast 
number of noblemen of to-day. 
They 
seem to have little strength of mind to re­ 
sist temptation ; besides, they are taught 
that no one can be a gentleman unless a 
member of clubs and he loses a certain 
amount at card-playing. 
As they never 
kuow when to stop, or cuntiaue to play in 
the hope of recovering what they have lost, 
they end by leaving their entire fortune on 
the green table. 
Their next move then is 
to find a rich wife. 
Years ago the rich 
bourgeois was flattered to have a titled son­ 
in law, so he frequently gave him his 
daughter in marriage, with a large dot, 
w’hieh permitted the newly-married hus­ 
band to pay off his debts and begin over 
again. 
But repeated experience of a sad 
nature has cured them all of such ambitiou. 
When a number of them have lived to 
again and again pay off the debts of their 
NOBLE SONS IN-LAW, 
And at last been obliged to see their 
daughters come home to them beggars and 
their husbands probably sent to prison for 
forgery or escroejuerie, they come to the 
conclusion that they pay dear for the title, 
and that it is better to marry their daugh 
ters to honest bourgeois like themselves, 
who, instead of spending the dot, will try 
to increase it and endeavor to render their 
wives happy. 
The families of nobles sel­ 
dom intermarry, for the reason that the 
father rarely leaves the daughter any 
money, and the yonng mac is obliged to 
seek a rich wife elsewhere. 
They began 
by marrying rich bankers’ daoghtera, that 
is, when they had a fortune as well,, but 
bankers now have formed 
an aristoc­ 
racy 
of 
their 
own, 
and 
are not 
in 
the least flattered by any such 
alliance. 
They next looked to the bour- 
geots, but he has grown too wise to-day to 
desire a crown on his dinner service. They 
are to day obliged to seek a rich wife 
among the grocery-keepers and small mer­ 
chants who have earned a fortune through 
much pereeverence and industry, for they 
only continue to have that profound re­ 
spect for a titled name which has fasci­ 
nated so many in the past. 
But even they 
complain of the contempt with which their 
noble sonB-in-law treat them, and the un­ 
happiness of their daughters confided to 
their tender care. 
A gTeat number of 
dramas and comedies have been written 


upon this subject, particularly the remark­ 
able comedy of “ Le gendre de Mr. Poirier, ’ 
by Jules Landeau and Emile Augier. 
It is 
now one of the 


CLASSICS OF THE THEATRE FRANCAIS, 
And is always listened to with the same 
lively interest; the principal character is 
that of a retired merchant who marries 
his daughter to a young nobleman solely 
with the hope of being decorated with the 
Legion of Honor through his son-in-law’s 
influence—the earnest desire of his life­ 
time. 
On the nobleman’s refusal to exert 
himself in the matter the bourgeois wakens 
up from his lethargy, takes possession of 
the house, which is his, and where he has 
been merely tolerated, orders his dinners 
as he likes them aud refuses to pay any 
more of his son-in-law’s debts. 
The char­ 
acter is magnificently drawn, and the only 
weak point of the play 13 that the young 
wife loves her husbaud, who pays not the 
slightest attention to her, but who imme­ 
diately adores her the moment ahe pays his 
debts for him. 
A play by Alexander 
Dumas fils, 
“ L’E'-rangere,” 
very well 
known to Americans, since at the time of 
its appearance so much was said aud writ­ 
ten acout it, although intended to prove 
the necessity of divorce in France, the 
author at the same time presents a type 
of a ruined, profligate nobleman who mar­ 
ries the daughter of a rich merchant of 
very modest name and acquirements, and 
who through foolish pride sacrificed the 
happiness of his only child. 
She, for her 
part, asked nothing better than to marry 
the companion of ucr youth whom she had 
alwys loved, and as iu the end a tiery 
American arrives who kills her detestable 
husband in a duel, she is permitted to re­ 
alize her dreams of happiness. 
Nothing 
could be moie revolting than the habits, 
the conduct aud character ot this noble­ 
man, and many aristocrats blamed the 
author for his severe criticism of that 
which was once so respectable ; but that 
part of the drama was defended as a per­ 
fectly natural picture by all observers of 
French society, and it may be said to l>e 
the only real character in the play. 
To 
say that all noblemen turn out in this way, 
would be unjust; but as a general thiug it 
is only too true. 
One gentleman I know 
with a very noble aud aristocratic name, is 
a charming exception to the rule. 
His 
mother is a direct descendant of Mine, de 
Pompadour, and who had but two cnildren 
—himself aud a brother. 
His brother 
was his mother's favorite, and he was 
rendered so unhappy that 
after his 
father’s death he spent 
some 
years 
at the Martinique Island iu some Govern­ 
ment employ, aud during his stay there 
wrote a book on the customs of the inhab­ 
itants which lie himself illustrated with 
pencil sketches, which book was made a 
reference of Government noteH, and for 
which excellent effort he was decorated 
with the Legion of Honor. 
He has since 
lived on the small income of 450 francs per 
month, produced from the fortune ieft him 
by his father, as the greater bulk of the 
fortune went to the mother until alter her 
death. 
The younger brother, spoiled and 
petted by the mother, became a worthless 
scamp ; he married 


WENT THROUGH Ills WIFE’S FORTUNE, 
As well as his own, and his two sons are 
being cared for by the elder brother. 
The 
mother has spent so much on her favorite 
child in paying his debts and for his vari­ 
ous amusements, that her own fortune is 
dwindling away, and although she is now 
quite old, it is probable that the son she 
cnerished so little will be obliged to come 
to her rescue before her days are cmled. 
The habits of my friend are very peculiar, 
and have never varied for over twenty- 
years. 
He lives iu a large maritime city 
iu what is called a chambre 
a 
furnished room—quite an unusual circum­ 
stance throughout France, for all persons 
wiio remain many months iu one place 
manage to have some kind of furniture of 
their own. 
But his dwelling is made cosy 
and comfortable by means of numerous 
knick-knacks and objects of art; and he 
cares for 110 other furniture until his 
mother’s death, when the ha.f of tiiat 
which furnishes a large chateau where she 
lives will come to him.

That of ,a vie us beau, and which consists in 
curliug his hair, waxing his mustaches and 
so on. 
At 3 o’clock, dressed in the last 
fashion, with gloves and cane he resorts to 
the public promenade, where nearly every 
day there is music. 
At 0 o’clock he goes 
to dinner, with an enormous appetite, at a 
hotel where he boards for 100 francs a 
mouth. 
He spends in all 150 francs a 
month, and the rest of his income puts 
aside until the month of May, when he 
conies to Paris at the opentug of the Salon. 
He telegraphs a day or so before his ar­ 
rival to the hotel he is accustomed to visit, 
aud the same room is retained for him 
which he has occupied since mote than 
twenty years. 
After a month at the Salon 
he goe3 south, and then returns home to 
save and put aside more money lor the 
next year’s excursion. 
He is au example 
of the most refined delicacy of sentiment 
and manner as well as ot perfect content­ 
ment, for had he ambition, ow in 1 to his 
great popularity he could easily become 
Senator.

Oi titled ambition I ever met w ith , w as a t 
a watering-place where a C o u n tess liad 
come for consolation in regard to her dis­ 
appointed hopes and infelicity of married 
life. 
Her father was a sort of can d lestick - 
maker in the provinces, where he collected 
a large fortune. 
He had a clerk, who was 
an enterprising yourg man, in love w ith 
the daughter of his employer, and w hose 
ambition was to become a member of the 
firm and the husband ot the subject of 
his dreams.

CUSTOMS 
FROM 
A 
CHRISTIAN 
STANDPOINT. 


Ancient Usages and Superstitions—Noels— 
Church Chimes—Ciiristmas Feasts 
—Plum Pudding — Etc.

The shepherds sine, and shall I silent be? 
My God, no hymn for Thee ? 
My soul's a saeplier.i, to*.; a flock it feeds 
Of thoughts anti words and deeds 
Tile pasture i Thy Won!: tne streams Thy grace, 
i'. riehingali the place. 
Shepherd and flock shall sing, and all my powers 
Out-sing the daylight hours.—! Herbert. 
Christinas Day has been set apart from 
time immemorial for the commemoration of 
our Savior’s h irth ; when, as Fuller, the 
Church historian, quaintly says, “ Though 
Christ was humbled to a manger, the con­ 
tempt of the place was taken off by the glory 
of the attendance and ministration of angels.” 
Historically viewed, the period of Christ's 
birth was certainly one of the deepest inter­ 
est, clearly nursing the arrival of “ the full­ 
ness of time ” appointed by the Father. 
Wh 11 we read iu the page of pr iphecv of 
the myrtle and the tig tree taking the place 
of the bramble and the thorn—«.hen we hear 
of swords beat into pruning hooks and plow­ 
shares—we are led to h i our attention on that 
state of outward peace in the world which 
was to f-irrn the commencement of the Gospel 
age, and to denote the time of the Redeemer’s 
appearance among men. 
Accordingly, these 
predictions were fulfilled iu a remarkable 
manner at the date of our L ard’s birttx, which 
may be regarded as the commencement of 
His kingdom upon earth. Thus, the reign of 
Augustus Caesar, after its first conflicts were 
decided, was accompanied by a season of pro 
found v:d settled peace. 
The Temple of 
Janus, at R une, which had been shut up but 
twice since the foundation of the city, was at 
that time cl sed in token of this public peace. 
MANY SUPERSTITIOUS 
Ami some dem oralizing Christmas customs 
are now happily becoming “ more honored 
iu the breach than th ; obs-rvance.” The re­ 
mark has been u.a le, and it has too much 
truth iu it. that a «tr-nger to our earth wit­ 
nessing some of ¿he past celebrations of the 
day, m ight j istly c .uclu le that the advent 
of H-une notorious glutton gave the occasion 
its ini- rest. 
i ’resent cele'oratians are, we trust, more 
anil more serving to connect the interest we 
feel in toe uay w.tu the sacre- 1 ctiaracter of 
the Holy (los who pleas d nut tii!.,sei;, but 
“ took upon Him our nature,” arm "bate our 
sins,” that He rnig t b e me toe Divine Ben­ 
efactor of our fallen race. 
By no means would we diminish aught 
from the joyous as-ociations of Christmas 
Day. 
But we would eleva e, and so deepen 
them. Tne keynote of our observance should 
be th is: 
II irk ' the herald angels sing, 
Uiory to the new burn Kiug; 
IV ice on earth, and mercy unid ; 
_ 
God and simie s reconciled. 
A Christmas kept in the spirit of these 
words would indeed prove a merry Christ­ 
mas. The j iy of heaven would seem to de­ 
scend to earth. 
Faith, hope and charity 
wou.d b« guests in every hom e; and the 
Savior’s birtft would be regarded as the earn­ 
est. not only of our birth into Hus kingdom 
of grace here, but of our birch into His king­ 
dom i £ glory hereafter. 
As means to this end, we should all earn­ 
estly and thoughtfully ponder i n Ciiristmas 
Day the questions, “ W hat think ye of Christ ? 
WOuse ¡bun is He ? ” Aud then the calls to 
benevolence should be generously rtgarded. 
None are so pour but it is their privilege to 
give. 
Tnere are few who cannot give ih ; 
widow’s mite to cheer some one poorer than 
th -m ‘elves ; but even those who do not pos­ 
ses- a “ mite.” possess the power of doing 
kiuduesoes. 
And— 
All worldly joys go lesse 
To the oue juy uf doing kindnesses. —[Herbert. 
A word is often a blessed gift. 
Spoken 
“ in season,”, to cheer the sorrowful or guide 
the erring, fi one can say “ how good it is.” 
W hether lien or poor, it is a true proverb. 
We get 
much is we givtf.” We shall 
“ g et” a ha; py Christmas if we “ give" 
one. 
But not to dwell now on these chief Christ­ 
mas dutieu or, as wi would rather term 
them, privileges—which perhaps more fitly 
fail withiu the province of puipit exhorta­ 
tion—we wish to commend tw our readers, as 
at lev-C a secondary help to Christmas joy, 
a deeper interest in oue custom which we do 
not wish to fall into disuse. 
We refer to 
Christmas caiols. 
The word “ carol” is from an Italian word 
meaning a song of j >yous devotion. 
Accord­ 
ing to Tertullian, tUe primitive Christians, 
at their feasts, collected the singers in their 
midst, and made them sing to God pieces 
from the scriptures, of their own composing. 
To a great extent the 
CABOL Ml'Src 
Now played Is secular ; it ought to be sacred. 
The custom evidently origiuated in imitation 
of the hymn of the angels on Bethlehem’s 
plains, the first instance of this sort of holy 
song. 
Jeremy Taylor says: “ As soon as 
these blessed choristers had 
sung their 
Christmas carol, aud taught the Church a 
hymn to put into her offices forever on the 
anniversary of this festivity, the angels re­ 
turned into heaven.” 
The music losing its sacred character, and 
piety losing its fervor, the words of popular 
carols became very unsuitable. References 
to eating and drinking, often of a gross na­ 
ture, formed the substance of many uf them. 
A few. however, retained a right tone, and 
the influence of these was doubtless very 
good. .These were frequently sung on Christ­ 
inas Day at church. Iu the l ie of Man. the 
people attended a service on Christmas Eve ; 
and, after the sermon, remained in the sacred 
building, singing carols until midnight. 
We 
give two verses from two of these old carols : 
Then be ye glad, good people, 
This night of ail the year, 
And ii ht ye up your candles, 
His star it shineth near; 
And all in earth and heaven 
Our Christinas carol sing. 
Good will and peace and glory, 
And all the bells shall ring. 


Another ends th u s: 
God rest you all good people, 
Let nothing you dismay ; 
Remember Christ our Savior 
Was bom on Christmas Day ; 
To save poor souls from Satan s fold 
Which long hvd gone astray ! 
Chorus.—O tidings of great comí rt 1 
O tidings of great joy ! 


We have a strong conviction that good 
service is being done by the modern publica­ 
tion of 
CAROLS AND POETIiT 
For Christmas. 
We are aware that, to a 
great extent, the class of carols commonly 
sung or screeched at Christmas has induced a 
distaste for them in the minds of many. But 
we are persuaded that we only need a revival 
of the carol in its truly Christian form, with 
music worthy of the w rds, to secure general 
approval. In many intances the clergy might, 
with great advantage to their people, aid 
such choral celebrations. Ret character be a 
condition of membership, and the musical 
execution will not prove a failure. If, instead 
of the usual begging plan for personal remu­ 
neration, some truly philanthropic and local 
charity could be suggested for the alms re­ 
ceived, an additional benefit would be secured; 
and.this would also tend to raise the popular 
estimate of the carolers. A treat for the 
aged poor iu the village sehool-rooin would be 
admirably in keeping with true Christmas 
joy. 
We heartily commend the custom of 
CAROL SINGING, 
Freed from its abuses, to all our readers. We 
like to hear the chureh-blls ringing merrily 
on Christmas Eve, and we like to have our 
waking thoughts directed to the Babe of 
Bethlehem by the carol on Christmas morn : 
Wake me, that I the twelvemonth long 
May hear the s >ng 
About me in the world’s throng ; 
T hat treasured joys of Christm as-tide 
May with mine hours of gloom abide ; 
The Christmas carol ring 
. 
Deep in mv heart, when I would sing ; 
Each of the twelve good days 
Its earnest yields of duteous love and praise. 
Ensuring happy mouths, and hallowing common 
ways !—['Keltic. 
Y et Christmas doings have not all got their 
origin in Christian sources. Its cakes and 
ale have now, as we know, an antiquarian 
value on account of old pagan draughts in 
honor of Thor, and of cakes once baked for 
the Queen of Heaven, though it is true that 
pies, rounded at the ends in memory of the 
cradle, have replaced the crescent-haped 
loaves dedicated to Astarte. 
Some such su- 
perstitbus origin doubtless gave rise to the 
horribly tough fiaste made by pine-kernels, 
almonds, and the like, which tne Roman 
peasants devoured at Christmas—perhaps, to 
the pan calendan of Languedoc ; but it was 
an undoubtedly Christian, if irreverent, asso­ 
ciation of ideas, that first suggested to an 
Italian confectioner to prepare a model of the 
stable and manger of Bethlehem m burnt 
Bugar for a gala dinner at this season a 


bakement that we have ourselves really seen 
handed round in Nice. No doubt the 
SUPERSTITIONS ABOUT CHRISTMAS 
Are many. If the eve be Berene and cloud­ 
less. this is held in Earguedoc to be a g od 
promise for tbe harvest of the year. 
The day 
is thought a lucky one all over Christendom ; 
it is often ushered in with a discharge of guns 
and with merry chimes, and people exchange 
good wishes with each other, iu accordance 
with the belief mentioned in tbe "Gulden 
Legend,” that any wish formed on that day. 
“ by a perBon of righteous life and clean lips,' 
is granted by the Almighty. 
Many of these 
old symbolical customs are pretty, whatever 
be their origin—-.uch as the night watch, 
wiiicb tells of “ the people that -at in daik- 
ne-.-s;” or the lamp which the Burgundian 
p isa: ; keeps burning throughout his vigil, 
ere the ringers touch the slumbering bells. 
From the chimes that announce the glad 
day to the cards that hymn its praises the 
trar.-ition is easy. The cu.-tom of carol- 
singing lingers still in the more primitive 
parts of England, and the modern revival of 
many ola fashions has brough t carols greatly 
into notice. These carols, or nocls, as they 
are called in France, form a mass of curious 
old litrratuie, ai d thongh an acquaintance 
with them is now confined mostly to paiish 
singers, curates and persons of archaeologi­ 
cal taste, they once occupied the attention of 
priests and poets. 
“ As for songs and car­ 
ols, brethren, they are collected and com­ 
puted out of tbe .Scriptures, and contain 
matter of instruction and edification. They 
implant the history and benefit of Christ’s 
birth in the minds of poor, ignorant people, 
and sometime 
he will be taken by a sor.g 
that will five a sermon.” So says an old 
author in 1052, and even now s une of our 
readers may care to bestow a glance on these 
old Christmas songs. 
The word carol has been variously derived ; 
by some it is taKen from karole (an early En­ 
glish word for a ring or circlt), but it more truly 
seems to mean a little chorus, a diminutive 
form of the word churo, thence choroUo. And 
it is noteworthy that ail genuine carols have 
a chorus or burden, and that this chorus is 
prefixed to them in every in-tance, whether 
it consists of one, or, as is more common, of 
two lines, th u s: 


DE KATIVITATS. 
Jhestiyjili Virginis, 
Alt ter ere nobis. 


.1 liesu of a mayile ye «oldest be bom, 
To save mackynde that was furlome, etc. 
The derivation of the wotd nod is more 
disputable. 
It was long said that it was a 
corruption of liotak (nativiy); but this 
would not seem to be a satisfactory reading. 
1’rcferable is its origin, «ora, thence nouedtcs, 
or news; nmce'ls, the old English form of the 
word; nouve, the Romance, and nod, the 
modern French, terms. Ir. short, nod, right­ 
ly understood, is nothing but neir.i a name 
for the thing, the good news of God, the glao 
tidings of good will, the birth of the Savior 
of the world. The oldest carols confirm the 
use of the word in such a sense ; and so, in 
an indirect manner, do many fifteenth-century 
books. 
It was, for example, the custom to 
cry nowells for any king or hero in a tri­ 
umphal procession. 
“ Item—to the boys 
who cried nowells before the King’s majes­ 
ty " appears in the municipal expenditure of 
an English town daring a royal visit. 
“ To 
ride and cry nowells on high days is not the 
only business of a true knight,” hints Guti­ 
erre de Gamez, in his great Spanish chronicle 
called the “ Victorial.” And so on, for it 
would be easy to multiply examples for this 
enst .m ; but the carols speak for themselves. 
Take this one, for example: 
A child this dav is born, 
A child of high renown ; 
Most worthy of a scepter, 
A scepter and a crown. 
Novels, novels, novels, 
Sing all we may, 
Because the King of all k'ngs 
Was born this blessed day. 
Also, of older date, the following: 


U XK SAXO O F T H E B IR TH O P CH R IST. 
(H'iiA the tune of llauíuíaíaw.) 
i come trum hevin to tell 
The liest no vel'es that ever befell 
To you these tidings true 1 bring, 
Aon i wii! uf them say and sing, etc. 


The many collections of authentic English 
carols are excellent and curious. 
W right’s is 
perhaps the finest, but Bandy’s book will be 
lound full of inteiest, and he has admitted 
some translations of French nut/s with their 
notes. As regards MB. collections, one of 
the rarest is .it Oxford, iu the commonplace 
book of one Richard Hill, servant to an A1 
!erman Whynger, afterward Lord Mayor of 
London ia 1505. 


OF FRENCH NOELS 
There is no lack, either, the best being the 
“ Noeis Bourgignon,” collected by M. la 
Monnaye (tbe ingenious author of “ M. de la 
Paiisse ”). and a volume dating from the reign 
of Louis X III., the work of Michael Saboly, 
a priest of Avignon. Y et of carols both 
French and English it must be admitted, as 
a rule, that the authors are long since forgot­ 
ten, and that they, in their turn, probably 
drew from older sources. 
What, for exam­ 
ple, has become of all the airs Saboly loved ? 
Of the tune of “ l’E .o ,” to which one of the 
quaintest of his poems is set? Or of the tune 
and words of “ Dans a Beau Jour,” or of the 
“ Dis-moi, Grisel?” Or who was the com­ 
poser of that tune of “ Bawlulalaw,” which 
we have seen was of fifteenth-century repu­ 
tation in England? They are all past recov­ 
ery, aud any classification of the carols can 
only be mace by guessing their date from 
their spelling, and by noticing some peculiar 
ities which are found alike in the carols of 
France and of England. 
. 
The first place we shall assign to those 
which are written partly in Latin and partly 
in the vulgar tongue, and which we can 
imagine to have been composed by clerks, 
and persons conversant with the ritual and 
phraseology of the church. The chorus, or 
chorollo, of these pieces is in L atin; some 
times the last line of each verse is in Latin, 
and tbe rhyme is thus carried on iu what may 
really be called tags of verse. 
An example of the first method is taken 
from Hill’s MSS.; of the second, from a rare 
French tract of the sixteenth century : 
Allelujia ! Alleluia! 
Deo patria, sit gloria. 


Tiler ys a blossom sprung of a thorn, 
To save man kvnd that was forlurne, 
As the Protittis sayd bufóme, 
Deo patria, sit gloria. 


Ther shon a star out of hevyn bryght, 
That men of earth should dome aright, 
That the. was Jhesus fulle of uiyglit: 
Deo patria, sit gloria.

A second class is the historical ballad. Of 
such are the carols: “ When God at first 
created man 
“ Ou Christmas Day in the 
morning 
“ Augustus Caesar having brought 
the world to quiet peace;” “ When Je.-us 
Christ was twelve years old 
“ Joseph being 
an aged man tru i^;’’ at.d “ A virgin most 
pure, as prophets do t e l l all carol- still ia 
use in the West of England, and familiar to 
many of us in this country, especially among 
Episcopalians. These are -imply passages of 
gospel history done into rough verse; and 
besides the songs intended for Christina-, 
there are similar carols suited to Innocents’, 
St.John the Baptist's and St. Stephen’s Days, 
and indeed also for the Feast of the Epiphany, 
and pieces which commemorate the later 
events in the Savior's life, as connected with 
Ilis Advent into the world. 


A THIRD KIND OF CAROL 
Is founded on a iegend. Take, for example, 
the well known oue: 
Joseph was an old man, anti an old man was he, 
When he wedded Mary, the Maid oí Galilee, etc. 
This carol tells how a cherry tree was made 
to bend and yield its fruit to the Virgin 
Mother at the command of her divine but 
yet unborn Son. It is a tradition familiar, 
in one shape or other, to the whole of 
Europe, though in Spain the tall and beauti­ 
ful date-palm replaces the cherry tree of the 
Northern nations. 
It is probably therefore a 
fragment out of that vast mass of unwritten, 
fanciful and semi-pagan tradition which oc­ 
cupies the mouths and memories of men even 
in the earliest Christian centuries, which as­ 
sumed shape and consistency in the so-called 
apocryphal Gospels of Nicodeinus and others, 
and which went, at a later period, to fill the 
pages of the Leyenda Aurea of Jacopo de 
Vorragine. 
Two of Saboly’s carols bear 
marks of such an origin, viz : A dialogue be­ 
tween Lucifer and Archangel on the subject 
of the Nativity, and tbe altercation between 
St. Joseph and the landlord of the inn of Beth­ 
lehem. Of the same kind is a thirteenth- 
century hymn for St. Stephen’s Day, where 
it is set forth that St. Stephen “ was a clerk, 
i kyg Heronde halle ;” and a more modern 
one, which has been arranged to a pleasing 
air : 
King Wenecslaus locked out. 
On thy Feast of Stephen, 
When the stars were shining bright, 
Aud the snow lav even, etc. 


This goes on to record a miracle and the 
alms-deeds wrought ou St. Stephen’s Eve by 
the patron saint of Bohemia ; but wesearched 
in vain last summer in Bohemia f< r any fur­ 
ther traces of the legend. Either Kiug W en- 
cealaus and his little page are forgotten, or 
this act of charity has been Cunf ittuded with 
his other faicts agestes. We are next brought 
to observe a 
FOURTH SET OF CHRISTMAS SONGS : 
The begging letter- of a former age, slid 
practiced by the w ails in England, with a 
view to extrsc’.ing largesse fnm sleepy-head­ 
ed citizens. 
A fifth cía— relates to wasssil 
and feasting ; the songs lor the “ Bringing of 
the'Boar’s Heat.” hei g die r > s’ i ic'.uresque, 
and the “ Beggars’ Cotuplaiuts” the more 
monotonous of the two. There is, however, 
a kind of carol now quite forgotten, which, 
for want of a better name, we shall call the 
Christmas pastoral, and explain our meaning 
by qnotations from early English and Pro­ 
vencal sources. 
We are convinced our read­

When the joly, joiy shepherd made such joy 
No gleanings from sixteenth century song- 
books can be pleasanter than this ; and the 
volume of Provencal Hour.:, which we have 
already alluded ‘o, is full of similar pieces. 
It is written iu dialect, the “ knyu de las pos­ 
to uros," as the Provencals say, aud their 
patoi3 certainly leuds itself with infinite 
grace to the subject. 
Micoulau, or Michael, Saboly was born in 
1014. Jan Saboly of Monteri, his father, 
aud Felise Meliorat, his mother, were of 
gentle blood ; and the boy’s education in the 
Jesuit College of Carpeutras removed him 
early from the peasantry of bis native dis­ 
trict ; but he had found apparently both love 
aud piety, and their handmaid poetry, in 
huts where the poor men lie, and, speaking 
aud writing iu their language, once that of 
kin us and troubadours, he still survives as a 
poet of the people. 
His verses even now 
gladden the peasants at the time of Calendes, 
for so this population, which uses the oldest 
of the R unancs dialects, persists in calling 
the season which in the pagan division of the 
year fell into the Kalends of January. The 
Provencals are natuially religious. Gifted 
wi'.h lively and sensitive imaginations, they 
write and read a quantity of religious poetry, 
aud their genius is apt to express itself in 
thi3 way, whether the subject be the sufier- 
ings of the Protestants during the persecu­ 
tions, or tbe great festivals of the Eatin 
Church. To them Christmas is what they- 
cail it, 
“ THE MOTHER OF NIGHTS ; ” 
And the “ Nouve” of Saboly are still living 
poems, not scraps of antiquarian lore ex­ 
humed by the ritualist or the antiquarian. 
The good old priest who composed them was 
for twenty-five years prior of Sainte Made- 
laine of Carpeutras, and was then removed 
to the collegiate church of St. P tter in Avig­ 
non ; the unversity bestowing on him the de­ 
gree of Bachelor of Arts. 
In Avignon, as 
maestro di capello, Saboly lived ; he played 
ou tbe great organ of the church, aud he 
played on the hearts of the people by his 
beautiful Christinas hymns. 
He has been 
fondly called “ the troubadour of Bethle­ 
hem ; ” and wheu he died, he was buried in 
the church where he had sung ; aud there by 
the swift Rhone he rests. There has been a 
new edition of his “ Nouve” brought out 
within the la-t few years by Roumanille, the 
poet-bookseller of Avignon; and it is in gen­ 
eral use, for the Avignonese still speak the 
same dialect, the softest, if not the purest, of 
all the patois of the South ; aud by them the 
“ Nouve ” are yet often said and sung, 
though perhaps iu St. Peter’s choir the con­ 
gregation may have learnt to prefer to the 
quaint tunes that Saboly played on his organ, 
Adam’s magnificent Christmas music; for 
that splendid hymn, “ Minuit, Chretiens ! 
e’est l’heure solenneile.” is now the most pop­ 
ular piece of church music in all France. 
Chief amongst the numerous Christmas 
dishes in the olden time was 
THE BOAR’S HEAD, 
Carried to the table on a dish of goid or sil­ 
ver—for no meaner uietal would suffice—her­ 
alded by a jubilant flourish of trumpets. The 
stately nobles, knights and ladies united in 
singing the following carol: 
Caput a ori detcro, 
Reddens laudes Domino. 
The boar’s bead in hand bring I, 
With garlands gay and rosemary. 
I pray you sing merrily* 
Qui cstis in convivio. 


The boar’s head, T understand, 
Is t e chief service in the land ; 
Look wherever it be found, 
Servite cum cántico. 


Be g'ad, both more and less, 
For this hath ordained our Steward, 
To cheer you ail this Christmas— 
Tile boar's head and mustard ! 
Caput apri defeco, 
Reddens laudes Domino. 
W ith great gravity the boar’s head was 
placed on the table, and, to use the poet's 
words: 
Sweet rosemary sod bay* around it spread ; 
His foaming tusk with a large pippin graced, 
Or ’midsr those thundering spears an orange placed ; 
Sauce, like himself, offensive to his lues, 
The roguish mustard, dangerous to the nose. 
Mustard appears to have been an indis­ 
pensable condiment, for we find in a work 
giving proper instructions for the royal table 
a quaint rule : “ First set forth mustard with 
brawn in the dish, as it lieth, and lay on 
your sovereign’s trencher, and see that there 
be mustard.” 
During the English Commonwealth (1630- 
l(iCO) it was threatened to end Christmas fes­ 
tivities by Act of Parliament, when the tal­ 
low chandlers complained loudly that they 
could not dispose of mn tard on account of 
the diminished consumption of brawn in the 
country. Although, as Dr. Robert Chambers 
well puts it, “ Parliament failed to put down 
Christmas, the boar’s head never regained its 
old supremacy at the table. 
Still its memory 
was cherished in some 


NOOKS AND CORNERS 
Of old England long after it had ceased to rule 
the roast. The lessee of the tithes of Horn 
Church, E-sex, had every Christinas to pro­ 
vide a boar's head, which, after being dressed 
and garnished with bay, was wrestled for in 
a field adjoining the church. The custom of 
service up the ancient cish at Queen's Col­ 
lege, Oxford, to a variation of tbe old carol, 
sprung, according to the legend, from a 
valorous act on the part of a student of the 
college in question. While walking in Shot- 
over Forest, study his Aristotle, he was sud­ 
denly made aware of the presence of a wild 
boar by the animal rushing at him open­ 
mouthed. 
With great presence of miad, and 
the exclamation, * Gracum tst V the collegian 
thrust the philosopher’s ethics down his as­ 
sailant’s throat, and, having choked the 
savage with the sage, went on his way re­ 
joining.” 
The peacock was the next dish of import­ 
ance, and to cet it ready for the table was no 
light task. We learn that the skin was care­ 
fully stripped off, with the plumage adher­ 
ing : the bird then roasted ; when done and 
partially cooled, it was sewed up again in its 
feathers, its beak gilded, and so sent to table. 
Occasionally it ia recorded that the wjjoje 


body would be covered with leaf-gold, and a 
piece of cotton, saturated with spirits, placed 
in its beak and lighted before the carver com­ 
menced operations 
i t appears this “ food 
f .r lovers and meat for lords” was stuffed 
with spices aud sweet herbs, basted with 
yolks of egg, and strved with plenty of gravy 
—ou impor ant occasions as many as three 
fat wethers being hruieed to make sufficient 
for one peacock. The honor of serving

Was granted to the Luy gne-ts most distin­ 
guished hv irth or fav..red uy beauty. One 
of the geo tier sex carried it iuto the dining­ 
room, auinl-' the strains of sweet music, and 
: he revt of the ladies following in ¿us older. 
Tbe dish was placed before the master of 
the house, or his most honored visitor. 
It 
is worthy of note that over this splendid dish 
did the knights-errant swear to undertake 
any perilous enterprise that came in their 
way, and succor lovely women in distress, 
after the most approved chevalier fashion. 
We believe the latest instance of peao ch­ 
eating was at a dinner given to William IV., 
wheu Duke of Clarence, by the Governor of 
Grenada, when his Royal Highne-a was as­ 
tonished by the appearance of the n.any-hued 
bird, dressed, as we are told, in a manner 
that wouid have charmed a medieval Lúle or 
Soyer. 
Furmety was a favorite Christmas dish. 
The following is the most ancient formula ex­ 
tant of concocting it: 
“ Take clean wheat, 
and brav it in a mort.ir, that the hulls he all 
gone off, and seethe it tiil it burst, ami take 
it up and let it cool: and take cleau, fresh 
broth and sweet milk of almonds, or sweet 
milk of kine, and temper it all, and take the 
yolks of e.gs. Boil it a little and set it 
l iwn, aud moss it forth with fat venison or 
iresii mutton.” 
To the present day, in the 
North of E i .d ird, furmety remains a Christ­ 
mas dish. 
In our gossip about the 
GOOD OLD ENGLISH FARE, 
We must not omit to speak of Christmas 
pies. 
In the books of the Slaters’ Company, 
in the city of London, is a recipe for making 
■a Christnias-pie: 
“ For to mike a nmo-t 
choyce I’aaste of Garays to be eten at ye 
E sto of Chrystemasse ” (17th Richard II., 


a . D . 1394). 
A pie so made by the com­ 
pany’s cook in 1830 was found excellent. 
It 
consisted of a pheasant, hare and capon, two 
partridges, two pigeons and two rabbits—all 
boned and put into paste in the shape of a 
bird, with the livers and hearts, two mutton 
kidneys, forced-meatB and egg-balls, season- 
i g, spice, catsup and pickled mu-hrooms, 
filled up with gravy made from the various 
bohes. 
It is worthy of mention that cookery flour­ 
ished in the reign of Richard II 
He rebuilt 
Westminster Hall, and gave therein a house­ 
warming. at which, according to trustworthy 
< >ld Stow, “ he feasted ten thousand persons.” 
The same King íh stated to have employed 
2,000 cooks, who left to the world their 
famous cookery-book, the “ Form of Cury ; 
or. a Roll of English Cookery,” compiled 
about the year 13*J0 by the mast.er-cooks of 
the royal kitchen. 
Under the name of “ mutton pies,” mince 
pies were popular so early as 159(5, and later 
authorities all agreeing in substituting neat’s- 
toDgue in place of mutton, and the rest of 
the ingredients being much the same as tho-e 
recommended in modern cookery-books. They 
were also termed shred aud Uhristmas-pies— 
Without tile door let sorrow lie, 
And if for cold it hap to die, 
We'll bury it in a Christmas-pie. 
Ia the dav3 when rare Robert Herrick 
wrote hi.- spirited lines, it was the practice to 
set watch upon the [lies on the night before 
Christmas to prevent sweet-toothed rogues 
from stealing them. The dear Vicar says : 
Come, guard the Ciiristmas-pi-, 
Tiiat the thiei, though ne'er so sly 
With his flesh-liooks, don't come nigh 
To cateh it ; 
For him, who all alone sits t1 ere, 
Having his eyes still in his ear, 
And a deal of nightly fear 
To watch it. 
In the year i f grace, at Christmas in 1769, 
was dispatched from Howiek Hall to Kir 
Henry Grey a pie composed of the following 
ingredients: Two bushels of il ur, twenty 
pounds of butter, four geese, two turkeys, 
two rabbits, four wild ducks, two woodcocks, 
six snipes, four partridge-, two curlews, two 
neats'-tongues, seven blackbirds, six pigeons. 
More than a c-ntury has pas-ed rince the 
pie par excellence was made at Howick H a ll; 
but we know that Northumberland stili 
maintains its position for excellent game pies, 
which arc sent every Christmas to all partBof 
England, 
We find that in the 20th of Henry III., 
the Sheriff of Gloucester was ordered by that 
monarch to obtain twenty salmon, to be put 
ÍLto pies at Christmas, and the Sheriff of 
Sussex ten brawns, ten peacocks, and other 
items, for the same purpose. 
We must not 
omit from our bill of fare 
CHRISTMAS PUDDING. 
From Dr. Chambers we shall cull a few 
notes, he having brought together much cu­ 
rious matter on the subject. 
In old times 
plum-pottage was alwavs served with the 
first course of Christmas dinner. 
It was 
made by boiling beef or mutton with broth, 
thickened with brown bread. When half 
boiled, raisins, currants, prunes, cloves, mace 
and ginger were added, and sent to table 
with the best meats. 
P.ura broth figures in 
“ Poor Robin’s Almanac ” for 1750 among 
items of Christmas fare, and Mrs. Fraser, 
“ sole teacher of the art of cookery in Edin­ 
burgh, and several years’ colleague and after­ 
ward successor to Mrs. M’lver,” who pub­ 
lished a cookery book in 1791, thought it 
necessary to include plum-pottage among her 
sou os. Brand partook of a tureenful of 
“ luscious plum-porridge” at the table of the 
royai chaplain in 1801, but that is the latest 
appearance of the once indi-qiensablu dish of 
which we have any record. 
So much for 
plum-porridge, the progenitor of the pride 
and glory of an English Christmas. 
We find Ratai-ha famishes a recipe in his 
“ Whole Body of Cookery Dissected ” (1075), 
for a pudding to be boiled in a basin, which 
bears a great resemblance to our modern 
Christmas favorite ; but it is not included in 
his bills of fare for winter, although “ a dish 
of stewed broth, if at Christmas,” is named 
therein. 
With porridge it shared hoDor in 
the days of Addison. 
For in the Taller we 
are told : “ No man of the most rigid virtue 
gives offense by an excess in plum pudding 
or plum porridge, because they are the first 
parts of a dinner.” But the Mrs. Fraser, 
previously named, is the earliest culinary 
authority we have been able to discover de­ 
scribing its concoction, at least under the 
title of plum pudding.

dependent female relation shoulder burdens 
as a common thing. 
Transport by animals 
also is a department of female occupation. 
Comiug from Cettinje here, one meets pack- 
horses, mules, donkeys, going up in droves, 
with a gang of women following. 
Tre­ 
mendous weights they carry, slung by 
straps th at cross the upper chest, and as 
they go they knit or spin. 
These dwellers

ness man surrounds himself before enter­ 
ing into any undertaking, are one and all 
so many bulwarks against the assumed dis­ 
honesty of the contracting parties, and ex­ 
perience has shown th at these safeguards 
can neither be too many nor too ingenious. 
In consequence, it will depend in a great 
measure on the tone of a man’s associates 
and the examples before him, w hether he 
arrives at the conclusion th at honesty is 
the best policy, or that trickery is some­ 
thing to be admired. 
He may be ready to 
denounce knavery in the abstract, but in 
company with his good-natured friends he 
will do it reverence in the representative 
person of a millionaire who has grown rich 
on the garnered savings of washerwomen 
and toiling mechanics. 
That nothing was 
wrong oir.side the Penal Code of Califor­ 
nia, and then only when found out, was 
the staple creed of most of the young men 
w ith whom Charlie associated. 
There is 
always an unfortunate tendency among 
young men tow ard flippant generalization ; 
they are apt to draw hasty conclusions 
from 
the 
course 
of those 
who 
have 
compelled success, whether they have de­ 
served it or not, aud they forget how lim­ 
ited as to time aud scope are the grounds 
on which they reason.

If this is really the state of 
the case it is likely to prove more danger­ 
ous to the League thau to the Government, 
however, for if the former is infatuated 
enough to rely upon an appeal to arms, the 
cause of land reform will be lost, and the 
whole agitation will end in a calamitous 
suppression of 
the insurgents. 
Parnell 
and his friends should keep arms out of 
the hands of the Irish masses if they really 
wish to effect anything, for in encouraging 
the always too powerful tendency to resort 
to open violence they would be digging 
the grave of their pa-ty and themselves.

CHRISTMAS. 


W e suppose there are people who look 
upon the Christmas observances as a waste 
of time and money ; who grudge the out­ 
lay required to meet the social demands of 
the season ; and who take no pleasure in the 
one real enjoyment of which the occasion 
is 
susceptible, 
namely, the making of 
others happy. 
These people, however, are 
a small minority, and if they should disap­ 
pear altogether in the natural course of 
things, they would not be missed. 
There 
is another cla33 of persons who seem as if 
they never could enjoy anything unless 
they can contrast the comforts by which 
they are surrounded with the misery of 
some other part of the human race. 
There 
must, indeed, be a deep vein of this kind 
of feeling in human nature, for it has been 
recognized 
by 
keen observers 
in 
all 
times. 
Thus St. Augustine did not hesi­ 
tate to express the opinion that one of 
the highest delights of the blessed in 
Heaven would consist in the continual 
contemplation of 
the 
tortures of 
the 
damned in the neighboring establishment. 
Thus, after a wide interval of time, the 
cvnie Rochefoucauld observed that there 
was something not altogether displeasing 
to men in the misfortunes of their dearest 
friends. 
And at the present day nothing 
is more common than the practice of fright­ 
ening the enjoyments of ourselves by roll­ 
ing under our tongues, as a sweet morsel, 
the discomforts of others. 
So when a 
California journalist wishes to m ike out a 
particularly good case for the Christmas 
time of his own State, he naturally begins 
by referring to the dreadful weather they 
are having beyond the mountains. 
He 
dwells upon the bitter cold of the Atlantic 
States. 
He pictures the poor people there 
freezing and perishing. 
He expatiates 
on the depth of the snow, on the diffi­ 
culties of communication, on the dan­ 
gers 
attending exposure ; 
and 
having 
convinced himself and his readers that 
everybody at the East ought to be ex­ 
tremely wretched, he turas and portrays 
the geniality of our climate, the softuest 
and warmth 
and fertilizing powers of 
the abundant rains, the absence of nip­ 
ping frosts and blinding snow-storms, the 
superior climatic comforts and advantages 
of the Pacific Coast generally. 
So when 
we wish to appreciate the coziness and 
conveniences 
of a 
well-furnished 
and 
warmed room and a plentifully-supplied 
table, we look out into the darkness and 
the driving rain, and unctuously remind 
one 
another 
how 
many 
unfortunate 
creatures there are for whom Christmas 
brings no suggestions of turkey or egg­ 
nog, or brilliant gift-laden trees, or pleas­ 
ant social gatherings. 
It is conventional 
to say th at these reminders stimulate 
charity and 
good-will, bu t we 
think 
the point 
not altogether clear. 
We 
doubt somewhat whether those who are 
fondest of such contrasts are foremost in 
good works. 
It is very well known that 
people who abandon themselves to the vice 
of novel-reading become exceedingly senti­ 
mental and sensitive over the sorrows and 
dangers of fictitious characters. 
They 
will sob when the heroine is abused by the 
wicked uncle, and they will palpitate 
when the hero is flung over the dreadful 
cliff, and catches by the eyelash half way 
down. 
But let them, in going out into the 
street, encounter some prosaic evidence of 
misery, and the chances are ten to one that 
their conduct will rather resemble that of 
the uncharitable Levite than th at of the 
Good Samaritan. 


In fact we are strongly disposed to be­ 
lieve that the only wa\ to cultivate charity 
is to be charitable in fact, and not in senti­ 
ment merely ; and this is why Christmas 
Day is a festival to be honored and main­ 
tained. For its tendency is to make the most 
of us more thoughtful of the wants and wishes 
of others, if only for twenty-four hours, 
and it gives us all an opportunity of realiz­ 
ing, as mere reading the sentiment can 
never do, the truth of the saying th at “ it is 
“ more blessed to give than to receive.” 
The only wonder is that when men and 
women have discovered this for themselves 
by a few Christmas experiments, they do 
not venture upon an extension of the 
pleasure they have received, and carry the 
Christmas spirit all through the new year. 
The ease with which that spirit slips away, 
however, only serves to show how ingrained 
are the prevailing habits of selfishness which 
enwrap the world. 
We are sure that no 
one 
whose 
nature 
wa3 
not 
fatally 
warped ever regretted or failed to expe­ 
rience true pleasure from the observance 
of the Christian customs, and yet it very 
seldom occurs to any of us th at it might 
be worth while to adopt the theory of the 
season 
as 
a life-principle. 
People 
are 
very seldom impoverished by benevolence, 
to say the truth. 
The men who have ru­ 
ined themselves by caring more for their 
fellows than for themselves would not till 
a very large muster-roll. 
Wc are none of 
us in any danger of being persuaded to 
put Self second instead of first. 
And yet, 
unless all our highest religion and philos­ 
ophy are wrong, unless the most exalted 
aspirations of humanity are mere vain 
aud foolish dreams, it is to some such 
consummation 
th at the race Í3 slowly 
and painfully and uncertainly struggling, 
and 
had 
it 
no 
such 
goal 
in 
view 
it would be difficult to find a sufficient 
excuse for its survival. 
I t is in fact at 
such times as this th at we catch aglimpse, 
dim and momentary, but still suggestive 
and encouraging, of a possible future when 
men will have grown out of the deep 
selfishness they inherit from lower organ­ 
isms, and when the fierce struggle, not so 
much for existence as for the superfluities 
of existence, will have been superseded by 
a generous emulation in mutual aid and 
support. We ehall none of us live to see that 
time, nor will our children’s children ; but 
for all that it is worth something to such as 
look beyond the present to feel th at there 
are latent possibilities in human nature 
which in due course may so lift our suc­ 
cessors up that they will be enabled to 
make the Christmas spirit their rule of life. 


THL SELECTION 
OF JURIES IN CRIM­ 
INAL CASES. 


W e have before expressed the opinion 
that the uniformity of the failure of jus­ 
tice in murder cases which has disgraced 
California for so long is largely attributable 
to the methods in use for selecting jurors 
in capital trials. 
W e observe th at the 
Oakland Times, in commenting on the ac­ 
quittal of Schroder, intim ates th at the 
jurors in th at case were unknown men. 
Their social position, their antecedents, 
their intelligence, appear to have been 
equally problematical. 
W e are not sur­ 
prised at this statem ent, for the practice 


is to weed out the intelligence and capac­ 
ity from the panel in all murder cases. 
The questions put to the jurors are pre­ 
cisely such as no intelligent man can 
answer satisfactorily to counsel for the de­ 
fense. 
He is asked if he has heard of the 
case about to be tried, and if he has formed 
or expressed opinions on it. 
If he answers 
both these questions in the affirmative 
he is rejected. 
No question, however, is 
put to him which has for its object the as­ 
certainment of his capacity to form an intel­ 
ligent opinion upon any conceivable subject. 
Counsel do not seek to put shrewd and 
clear-minded men in the jury-box. 
The 
weaker the jury the more easily they may 
be influenced by false rhetoric and florid 
clap-trap. 
The result of the peculiar in­ 
quisition applied to the jurors is th at the 
men who would be he3t fitted to determine 
the merits of the case are eliminated, and 
when the panel is completed it represents, 
in nine cases out of ten, a degree of intel­ 
ligence very far below the average. 
This 
is the kind of body which is thus laborious 
ly got together, by the process of unnatural 
rejection, to deal with the most important 
and far-reaching interests. 
IVho knows 
whether one man out of the twelve in an 
average murder case jury is competent to 
form a judgment upon anything, or under­ 
stand in the least the obligations of his 
position, or is capable of discriminating 
between valid and invalid representations, 
or can distinguish between demonstration 
and hold assumption ? 
Certainly the pre­ 
sumption is against them, for the men who 
have not formed or expressed opinions upon 
current topics of special 
interest and 
gravityare veryapt to be brainless creatures 
and 
bad 
citizens, 
whose 
intellectual 
flabbiness renders them ciphers in society, 
though the same defect constitutes their 
chief claim to the responsible aud much- 
abused office ot juryman. 
The fact is 
that the*- usual tests of bias applied to 
jurors are no tests at all. 
The assumption 
that if a man has formed or expressed an 
opinion about a murder, he is therefore in­ 
competent to try the case dispassionately, 
is altogether unjustifiable. 
Every man 
capable of reasoning immediately forms 
some kind of opinion upon every incident 
brought to his attention. 
Such opinions, 
however, are not binding. 
They are not 
like the laws of the Modes and Persians. 
They are simply provisional opinions, liable 
to be changed_ or reversed upon the pre­ 
sentation of adequate reasons. 
The man 
who has formed an opinion at least shows 
that he has capacity of some kind for 
reaching conclusions, but the man whose 
mind does not carry him to any judgment 
upon current events may very possibly be 
little better than a fool. 
Now if the 
people of this State do not really ap­ 
prove of the almost invariable acquittal 
of murderers which has thus far happened, 
they must make up their minds to some 
radical reforms in the choice of jurors in 
capital cases. 
For so long as counsel are 
perm itted to challenge every intelligent 
man for implied bias, on the ground that 
he knows something about the case, and 
has formed his own ideas upon it, just so 
long will juries in these cases continue to 
be imbecile and untrustw orthy, aud just 
so long will shrewd lawyers be able to snap 
their fingers at the statutes, and bring off' 
their red-handed clients trium phantly. The 
law should be so amended as to aff->rd op­ 
portunity for putting men of weight aud 
mark upon capital juries. 
It should open 
the door to special intelligence and judicial 
capacity. 
It 
should 
provide 
some 
guarantee as to the fitness of the jurors, 
instead of, as now. carefully encouraging 
the selection of unfit men for that office. 
Let this be done, and the outrages upon 
justice, which are now so common as to be 
scarcely surprising, will cease ; or it will 
be made plainly manifest th at the real 
public opinion of the State believes in the 
common right of 
homicide for certain 
wrongs or supposed wrongs. 


THE 
DEMOCRATS AND 
CIVIL 
SERVICE 
REFORM. 


Since the Presidential election it has 
been observed that the Democratic papers 
have experienced quite a new revelation in 
regard to the Civil Service reform. Nobody 
ever suspected them of desiring th at reform 
for themselves. 
Everybody knows th at if 
they had carried the country they would 
have applied the spoils system in its most 
radical and uncompromising form. 
And 
therefore Republican journals are charging 
them with insincerity, and the “ stalw art” 
organs are citing their new departure as a 
warning against the supposed danger of 
abandoning the spoils system. 
For all this 
it is well that the Democratic press should 
have taken this 
departure, 
nor 
does 
the character of their motives at all affect 
the soundness of their arguments. Granted 
th at they desire to deprive the Republi­ 
cans of the aid derived from that formida­ 
ble machinery which the federal offices 
furnish to the party in power. 
Granted 
th at they desire to reduce their opponents 
to something like their own level in point 
of strength. 
Granted th at their aim is 
partisan and not patriotic ; the fact remains 
that the arguments they are using against 
the spoils system are good and valid argu­ 
ments. 
The “ stalw art” journals will not 
injure the cause of Civil Service reform 
by 
pointing to 
the 
fact 
th at 
it 
is 
now supported by Democrats. 
If they 
wish to injure 
that cause 
they 
will 
have to show th at it does not deserve the 
support of intelligent men generally. 
The 
“ stalw arts” always make the cardinal 
blunder of confounding their party with 
the country. 
They see th at the spoils sys­ 
tem strengthens their faction, and they 
argue from this th at the American people 
ought to perpetuate it. 
But “ the Ameri­ 
c a n people" is a phrase which com­ 
prehends 
all 
parties, 
Democrats 
as 
well 
as 
Republicans, 
and 
all 
parties 
are 
taxed 
equally 
for 
the 
support 
of the civil service. 
No doubt it has 
been 
a convenient 
theory 
that 
the 
offices belong to the rnling party, but to 
discover the true inwardness of this theory 
it would only be necessary to reverse the 
position of the parties. 
The Democrats 
at present are discouraged. 
They have 
been trying for tw enty years to get the 
offices, and have failed every time. 
And 
so now some of them think th at they 
could endufe the utter disappointment of 
their hopes 
better if the offices were 
taken out of the reach of all parties. Had 
the 
Republicans 
been 
beaten 
in 
the 
late election we have no 
donht th at 
many stalw art organs would have viewed 
the m atter as the Democrats view it now. 
They would have been eager for reform of 
the civil service precisely in proportion to 
their despair of getting office. 
Bat after 
all it does not m atter what are the mo­ 


tives which incite mep to favor reform, 
so long as the refer» itself is salutary 
and necessary. 
Civil Service reform will 
be just as valuable to the country if advo­ 
cated and enforced by Democratic voices 
and votes as if supported by Republicans 
alone. 
W e therefore welcome our Demo­ 
cratic contemporaries to the good work in 
all frankness and cordiality. 
Let them 
briDg out their most cogent argum ents 
against the spoils system. 
Let them ad ‘ 
vanee their most powerful reasons in behalf 
of the reorganization of the civil service. 
In so doing they will not only help the 
cause, but they will make it the more diffi­ 
cult for themselves to take a different line 
hereafter, should their zeal wane and their 
present ardor cool. 


ENGLAND 
AND 
AMERICAN 
COMPETI­ 


TION. 


It is becoming recognized by the most 
profound observers in England th at the 
effects of American competition upon pro­ 
duction in that country do not promise to 
be transient, but permanent. 
There is in 
fact no more ground for believing that the 
English farmers will regain their past su­ 
premacy in the grain inaiket than there is 
for believing th at our own Eastern States 
will ever be relegated to wheat and corn 
growing. 
The development of W estern 
America has simply swamped the English 
farmers. 
They were too heavily handi­ 
capped to have a chance in the race. 
The 
conditions of English society doomed them. 
The problem was plain enough. 
Here was 
a contest in production between two coun­ 
tries. 
In one of them the land belonged 
to the cultivator. 
In the other the culti­ 
vator was only a tenant, and a landlord fca-1 
to live o u t of the profits of tiie sod as well 
as the tenant and the laborer. 
There 
could not he a doubt as to the result of 
such a competition. 
The laud which had to 
bear the triple charge m ust succumb to the 
land which had only a double charge 
to bear. 
And there is no ground for 
supposing th at 
these 
conditions 
will 
change, at least as regards American land. 
W heat will be raised in the 1‘acific and 
W estern States on the present principles 
for generations, so far as can be seen, and 
it is certain th at England cannot afford to 
wait a siogle decade for a change. 
If, 
therefore, any new departure is made it 
will have to be taken by her, and such a 
new departure as must almost loosen the 
foundations of English society. 
For if it 
is necessary for the British farmer to 
abandon wheat-raising, this involves the 
practical extinction of the British farmer. 
But to extinguish the farmer is to destroy 
the value of the land, and to destroy the 
value of the laud is to pull dowu the landed 
proprietors, or in other words, the aristoc­ 
racy. 
In fact the frightful idea is sug­ 
gested th at it 
may become absolutely 
necessary for these spoiled children of For­ 
tune to go to work at something, and 
nothing more appalling than that could he 
imagined. 
Vet it is difficult to perceive 
what help there is for them. 
The in­ 
evitable fact of American competition is 
present. 
The equally inevitable fact of 
ever-cheapening 
transportation is 
pres­ 
ent. 
W hen the Southern Pacific is com­ 
pleted, 
and 
when 
it 
is 
possible 
to pour the enormous harvests of California 
into the English markets in th irty days, 
the impossibility of competing with Amer­ 
ican productions will be more apparent 
still. 
In fact, it seems clear that the B rit­ 
ish farmer must go, and that when he goes 
the land system of England must be revo­ 
lutionized. 
But will the movement stop a t 
the land ? 
The adherence to monarchical 
government has hitherto been mainly due 
to the influence of the great landed inter­ 
est. 
If th at interest is about to be dis­ 
solved through the depreciation of the 
value of the land, it is evident that the 
commercial and mechanical elements will 
obtain increased importance. 
These inter­ 
ests have no strong traditional attachm ent 
to the Crown, and moreover they are much 
less patient with royal drains upon the 
treasury. 
It would seem, therefore, th at 
American competition may lead to other 
thau commercial changes, aud th at in fact 
this rapid development of the resources of 
the New World may, in Canning’s words, 
“ redress the balance of the Old.” 


NOT 
A 
DEMOCRATIC 
FORGERY. 


W ells observes, published “ to deceive in- 
“ tentionally with the expectation of in- 
“ fluencing votes.” 
I t was an attem pt to 
obtain votes on false pretenses, in fact, and 
as such it deserves to be denounced by every 
honorable Republican. The men who were 
capable of so rascally a trick are not more 
creditable associates than the Democratic 
forgers and abettors of forgery. 
The dif­ 
ference between’ crimes may be consider­ 
able, but though there are grades in every 
penitentiary it does not follow that one 
kind of felon is fitter than another kind 
to associate with honest and self-respecting 
men. 


THE HOLIDAY SEASON. 


THE 
RIVAL 
ENTERPRISES. 


It seems probable that a sharp rivalry is 
about to break out between the projectors 
of the Nicaragua 
and Panama 
Canal 
schemes, and as Congress will be called 
upon to legislate in regard to at icaat one 
of these enterprises, it is the more neces­ 
sary that the Government should avoid all 
appearance of direct or indirect espousal 
of or connection with, either of them. 
It 
is stated th at Secretary Thompaon has sent 
in his resignation to the President on 
accepting the American Chairmanship of 
the Panama Canal, and this was the only 
proper course open to him. 
If, however, 
there is any prospect that both the projects 
may be pushed at the same time, it will 
be necessary to hold the scales evenly 
between them, unless the Government de­ 
termines to adopt some national policy in 
regard to either one. 
The projectors of 
the Nicaragua Canal are very confident so 
far as assertion goes, and it must be ad­ 
m itted that the 
advantage of 
skilled 
opinion is on their 
side. 
They have, 
however, allowed the rival route to get 
ahead of them, and they may not fiud 
it 
an 
easy 
m atter 
to 
float 
their 
own stock when the time comes. 
Of 
course the 
construction of two canata 
at the same time would handicap the pros­ 
pects of both more or less, but perhaps the 
Nicaraguan Canal Company is only puffing 
its prospects in order to secure better 
terms in selling out to its rival. 
Such 
things have been done before, and in cases 
of the kind shrewd men have sometimes 
made more money by a threat of opposition 
than they ever could have hoped for if they 
had carried out their undertaking. 
There 
is at present no special ground for suspect­ 
ing any purpose of this kind, but in con­ 
junctures such as now exist there is always 
room for compromises, and Lesseps is not 
the man to share the benefit of his canal 
with a rival if he can get rid of that rival 
in any less costly way. 
It might also be 
worth his while to purchase the concession 
for the Nicaragua route, in case his own 
scheme should after all prove abortive—a 
contingency which, if the engineers who 
have surveyed the ground understand their 
profession, is certainly not impossible. 


MANSLAUGHTER 
EY CARELESSNESS 


If the Morey 
forgery is 
to be con­ 
demned with any good moral effect there 
must be convincing evidence that those 
who denounce it are not inspired solely by 
partisanship, but th at they are ready to 
rebuke similar outrages no m atter under 
what circumstances they are committed. 
It is therefore a duty to call attention to a 
statem ent made by Mr. David A. Wells in a 
letter to the Nation, concerning a forgery 
committed during the campaign, not by 
Democrats, but by Republicans. 
This , 
forgery wa9 in the form of a card, which 
was issued from the Republican National • 
Headquarters in New York, and which, 
according to Mr. 
Wells, was “ distrib­ 
u t e d 
by thousands 
in

York 
“ City, 
Brooklyn, and 
probably other 
“ places during the week prior to the 
“ election.’’ 
The card purported to con­ 
tain an extract “ from a pamphlet issued 
“ by the Free Trade Club of London, and 
read as follows : “ Let it be understood

11 gland depends upon the destruction of 
“ American manufactures, and that the 
“ ouly possible way in which American 
“ manufactures can be destroyed is by free 
“ trade. 
This can only be done through 
“ Democracy, and Democracy can only se- 
“ cure contol of the Republic by the votes 
“ of Irishmen. 
How’ England m uit laugh 
“ in her sleeve as she sees the men who 
“ left their homes vowing vengeance, serve 
“ her interests by working for a party 
“ which, if it gets control of the country, 
“ will inevitably carry out the policy she 
“ most desires.” 
Now this alleged ex­ 
tract from a pamphlet issued 
by the 
Free 
Trade 
Club 
of 
London 
was 
a 
deliberate fabrication. 
There is no such 
organization as the Free Trade Club of 
London. 
Fresumably the Cobden Club 
was intended by the forgers, but the Cob­ 
den Club is not distinctively a Free Trade 
Club, and never issued any pamphlet 
containing 
any such preposterous rub­ 
bish as the citation. 
W e cannot agree 
with Mr. Wells that this forgery does not 
differ in wrong and immorality from the 
Morey letter. 
W e think, on the contrary, 
that the Morey letter exhibits a far deeper 
strain of scoundrelism, a far more reckless 
and conscienceless purpose to deceive, no 
m atter to whose injury. 
The difference 
between the two we hold to be marked 
and em phatic; but none the less do we 
•onderan and reprobate the Republican 
forgery.

A legal correspondent, referring to the 
case of the young man who shot his sweet­ 
heart at Oakland recently, and the case of 
the man in New York who shot the bar­ 
keeper while trying to put a bullet through 
his hat, observes that some of the papers 
have found fault with the laws for not pro­ 
viding penalties in similar circumstances. 
Our friend says th at the fault is not with 
the law, but with its administration, and 
in proof of this he points to that provision 
of the Penal Code which defines man­ 
slaughter. 
It is as follows : “ Manslaugh- 
“ ter is the unlawful killing of a human 
“ being without malice, and is of two 
“ kinds : First, voluntary—upon a sudden 
“ quarrel or heat of pas3ion. 
Second, in­ 
v o lu n ta ry —in the commission of an un- 
“ lawful act not amounting to felony ; or in 
“ the commission of a lawful act which 
“ might produce death in an unlawful 
“ manner, or w ithout due caution and 
“ circumspection." 
L'nder this definition 
our correspondent claims th at both the 
persons in the casss cited were guilty of 
manslaughter, and ought to be punished 
for th at crime. 
The PeDal Code further­ 
more states the cases wherein homicide is 
justifiable or reasonable, and the shooting 
of the girl at Oakland does not come within 
the provisions. 
If some of the reckless 
and toolish people who are constantly kill- 
iug their friends or neighbors were indicted 
for manslaughter, aud sentenced to a round 
term of imprisonment, it is quite possible 
th at there would soon be fewer of these 
tragedies. 
In any case, if the law declares 
such killing to be manslaughter, the pre­ 
sentation and indictm ent ought to 
be 
made, or it is dear that the law is a dead 
letter.

It denounces 
them as “ the enemies of mankind ” and 
suggests th at “ the heavy hand of force” 
ought to be applied to them, inasmuch as 
they can “ neither be taught by human 
“ reason nor touched by human sym pathy.’* 
All this and much more in the same vein is 
called forth by the implication of the 
Grand Jury th at citizens ought not to be 
deprived of their votes upon frivoloiiB 
grounds. 
The Richmond Whig and its 
local contemporaries resent this as pesti­ 
lent and malignant doctrine, and judging 
by their utterances they would be entirely 
willing to see the Grand Ju ry lynched for 
presuming to interfere with the sacred

G. Haines having tiled his bond as Police 
Judge of Sacramento, in accordance with the 
certificate of election given by the County 
Board of Supervisors, it was on Monday last 
referred by the City Board of Trustees to 
the City Attorney for his report in the 
premises. 
The following opinion from that 
officer was submitted yesterday in reply: 
Sacramento, December 24,1880. 
To the Honorable, the Board of Trustees—Gen­ 
tlemen: 
In the mutter of the bond of G. Haines 
as Police Judge of the City of Sacramento, referred 
to me, i have the honor to submit th feliowiug as 
my opinion: 
I. There is no vacancy in the office of Police 
Judge. The present incumbent was elected for the 
term of two yea s from January 1 ,1880, under and 
by virtue of an act of the Legislature of tiiis State 
passed April 25, 1303, entitled "An Act to inc.»r- 
I>orete the City of Sacrament",' and acts amenda- 
: t v thereof and supplementary thereto, a n d is now 
the qualified and acring Police Judge of this city. 
There was no competent authority for au election 
for Police Judge on November 2, JsSO. 
II. >»etion 10, of Article XXII. of the Constitution 
of 1»79, does not relate to municipal officers huldi. g 
under laws in foice prior to the adoption of the 
Constitution. The office of Police Judge is exclu­ 
sively a municipal office, and his duties are pre­ 
scribed, and the time and manner of his election is 
determined by the act of incorporation of said city, 
and amendatory acts passed prior to the adoption of 
the Constitution, and under which this city is gov­ 
ern ed at the present time. 
The Supreme Court of 
this State in the cases of Desmond vs. l'unn, ili- 
ei ed June 21,1SB0, and Barton vs. Ka'loch, decided 
September 28,1880, dec'atetl that the organic laws 
of municipalities passed prior to the adoption of 
the Constitution of 187» are not affected by that 
Constitution 
th at these charters govern and con­ 
trol independently of said Constitution. 
In Barton 
vs Kailoch tile Coma took occasion to especiallt 
mentí n the office of Police Judge, as a * municipal 
office.” ( Vide also 22 Cah, 47:1, ami 34 Cal., 520.) 
Iu *x parte Ah Toy, decided November, 1880, the 
doctrine of special acts, prior to the adoption of 
the Constitution, are not affected thereby. 
This 
case even goes to the extent that ordinances passed 
under such acts, though in conflict with the Cousti- 
tution. are nut affected 
III. The document referred to me as a “ bond ” is 
al.-o defee ive in form and substance. In all matti rs 
pertaining to the Government of this city we mnst 
look to the Act of Incorporation, and there we find 
IffiS, the Hoard of Trustees pursuant to law, made 
i hat under Sections 14 and 15, Art'cle II , of the Act of 
an order establishing tho penalty of official bonds 
and this order has never been repealed nor modified. 
Ail bonds must lie payable to the City of Sacra­ 
mento. 
The doeume t in quest i n is made payable 
to tne “ Statu of California " 
For the above reasons, I re-ommend that the 
bond of G. Haines he not approved.

AGRICULTURAL NOTES. 


PRACTICAL INFORMATION FOR THE 
FARMER AND THE ORCHARDIST. 


(This Department Is prepared for the 8* CRAM INTO 
RECORD-UNIO* by it* Agricultural Editor. All 
matter relating to the agricultural interest will be 
found under this bead ] 
R eturning th e Boxes. 
One of the most common modes of dissem­ 
inating the codling moth is undoubtedly the 
returning of boxes in which apples and pears 
are shipped to market. The producer of the 
fruit picks, packs and ships it to market in a 
box. The wholesale merchant who buys itsells 
it to the retail dealer, requiring that when the 
box is emptied it shall be returned. When 
the wholesale merchant receives the empty 
box according to agreement, he ships it to 
the producer. As a rule the freighting com­ 
panies return these empty boxes free, and the 
producer thus saves his box. Perhaps he will 
use it again immediately, and perhaps he will 
not use it again during the season, and 
will store it away under his packing shed for 
use the next season. Whatever may become 
of the b x, if the fruit that went to market 
in it had any worms or larva of the cod.ing 
moth iu it, some of tiiese worms have very 
likely crawled out of that fruit and built 
their nests or coco, us in the corners or crev­ 
ices of the box. Wherever this box may 
be, when this cocoon is ready to hatch there 
will he a codiiag moth. 
In this way 
these pests of the peach and pear are being 
constantly perpetuated and spread over the 
country, and this perpetuation and distiibu- 
tion will be contiuued until there is some 
mode adopted of stopping it. What- shall 
this mode be, and who shall see that it is 
adopted? If it be left to any one of those 
who handle the boxes—the fruit-producer, 
the wholesale or retail dealer—to determine 
what ought to be done in the premises or who 
shall do it, common experience teaches us 
that nothing at all will be done, and this effi­ 
cacious process of perpetuating the worms 
will be continued. The retail dealer will 
very likely say to himself, “ I have no inter­ 
est in destroying the worms in the old b xes. 
I have »oid the fruit from them and got my 
pay and my profits ; why should I care 
whether the worms are killed or permitted to 
live? I have no fruit trees they can get 
ou to or fruit they can get into.” The whole­ 
sale dealer will say the same thing and with 
equal propriety. But have neither of these 
dealers any interest in destroying these 
worms and thus protecting the fruit of their 
customer ? If the fruit of the country is 
destroyed, what becomes of the business 
and profits of the fruit-dealers, either 
by wholesale or retail ? We might follow 
the interest in this question even further, to 
the consumer—and this briugs in everybody 
—for all are consumers of fruit and every­ 
body is interested in destroying the enemies 
of that fruit. It makes but littie difference 
who destroys the worms so that it is done. 
Probably the best way of preventing the re­ 
turn of the codling moth-worm in boxes, as 
above described, would be to scald them or 
to give them a good fumigation with burning 
sulphur. As the wholesale merchant handles 
more fruit-boxes than the retailer or any one 
producer, perhaps he may be the proper ¡>er- 
Bon to make responsible for the purification 
of the boxes before they are reshipped to 
their owners. The enforcement of this puri­ 
fication can only be insured by law that can 
be enforced, and perhaps the wholesale dealer 
can be reached more easily than can be the 
retail dealer or purchaser, because there are 
less of them and they are iu a position where 
properly appointed inspectors can easily 
visit them. 
Some fiuit - growers have 
a.ready adopted the practice of seaiding 
ail boxes returned to them, and more particu- 
lary of scalding all their old fruit boxes be­ 
fore putting them away in the fall. If all 
would do this, it would soon be of general 
advantage; but if one only in a neighbor­ 
hood does it, but little will be gained by it. 
One of the great needs of fruit-growers is 
that there shall be some effective law passed 
by which not only the codlieg moth, but the 
scale insects, may be exterminated from all 
the orchards, and in default of this, that the 
orchards shall be exterminated. 
Too Wet. 
The rains about the 1st of this month were 
sufficient to wet the sail so that had it then 
cleared up the plows could have been started 
ail over the State, and could have been kepit 
going without more rain up to the present time. 
It did not clear up, however, and has not 
yet sufficiently to do much work in the field, 
and so much rain has fallen iu the meantime 
that it is now too wet to plow and will besóme 
little time, even if it should rain no more. 
We expected that a large portion of the grain 
not already sown on summer fallow, would 
have been sown before this, but we 
can find some reason for congratulation 
that it has been delayed. The weed seed and 
all foul stuff seed that was on the surface, 
has now sprouted, and is growing rapidly; 
and now, when the plows do start, this foul 
stuff will ba turned under, and so far as it 
goes will help enrich the soil. But there is 
another consideration of value growing out 
of the delay enforced by the continued rain 
and wet. We refer to the killing of all weeds 
that are now growing, by plowing them in, so 
that the wheat will not have them to contend 
with while growing, and will not be made 
foul by the eeed. This is a matter of a good 
deal of value. But the greatest benefit will 
accrue to the 
land itself, 
because 
the covering up of the growing weeds instead 
of coveting the unsprouted seed will relieve 
the soil of so much foul stuff in the future. 
TLe greatest damage that can now occur to 
the land will be plowing it while too wet. 
Better wait a little longer and let the soil be­ 
come in good plowing condition before start­ 
ing the plow. Soil plowed too wet is injured 
not only for the immediately following crop, 
but it receives a permanent injury, often­ 
times greater than the value of any one single 
crop. Land plowed when too wet will show 
the effects of it for years in the future. 
Blowing wet land has the same effect on the 
toil *that puddling it does. When we want 
to n.ake a water-tight ievee or a good solid 
foundation for a building we sometimes wet 
the soil and mix or puddle it. When it dries 
after thus mixing it becomes baked and im­ 
penetrable by water or air. Plowing heavy 
soils when wet has a tendency to produce the 
same condition. The wetter and the more 
the soil is stirred the more perfect the effects 
of the puddling. So with plowing. The 
wetter the soil and the more the soil is culti­ 
vated when in this condition the greater 
damage d o n e . _______ 
Fa verst le for Stcck. 
This has *o far been an unusually favorable 
season for stock. There was no rain or damp 
weather to bleach out or injure the dry 
grasses until late in November, and the 
weather being mild and dry, stock did well 
on what they found in the fields up to the 
first of the present month. The. rain9 that 
commenced about that time, and have con- 
tinned so constantly since, have been rather 
uncommonly warm for the season of the 
year, and now the new grasses, wild oats and 
volunteer are coming forward finely, and if 
the weather continues favorable, wiil in two 
or three weeks give stock good feed. In the 
coast ccun'ies of Marin, Sonoma, and lower 
down through the dairy districts, green feed 
is much better ani more advanced than in 
the interior, and in these districts they are 


already increasing the product of hntter ma­ 
terially from the effects of the increase of new 
and fresh grass. If, however, the rains 
should contitue and the weather become cold, 
the winter may prove one of the severest on 
stock we have had for a series of years back. 
It will not, therefore, be well for stock-own- 
ers to trust tco implicitly to the continuance 
of good weather, and we w tuld advise all 
who have straw in their fields to look well to 
it and see that it is kept in condition 
to shed the rains. Stock-owners will, if we 
have a cold, rainy term now, ficd it to their 
advantage to house as m uch of their stock as 
they can m ake provision for, as, when shelt­ 
ered and kept w arm , it will require m uch less 
food to keep them up in good condition. 
No man who pretends to m ake the dairying a 
business, either in m aking butter or selling 
milk, should duriDg the rainy season attem pt 
to get along w ithout stabling his m ilch cjw s. 
They should be given the benefit of a warm 
stable every night, even though the weather 
be pleasant and warm , but during such 
w eather it will be better to allow them the 
run of a field during the day time, as this 
will give them exercise and a better appetite, 
ami consequently better health and a greater 
flow of m ilk. 
NEW PUBLICATIONS. 
O ld T imes in thk Colonies. By C liarlts Carleton 
Coffin. New York : Harper & Bros.; San Fran­ 
cisco : A. L. Bancroft A Co. Quarto; pp. 4G0. 
This is one of the best books for boys ami 
girls it has ever been our fortune to meet 
with. It is beautifully illustrated and very 
fully so. The Rxt matter is anecdotal and 
historical, and just adapted to the minds of 
youthful readers—it is in short an admirable 
book in all respects for the boys and girls of 
the land. We quote willingly and freely from 
the introduction, wherein Mr. Ci ffia, in the 
most frank manner speaks of hisworkina brief 
and thoughtful address to the boys and girls 
of America: “ This volume is an outline of 
some of the principal events that transpired 
during the colonial period of our country, and 
portrays the hard.-hipis and sufferings of those 
who laid the foundations of a new empire. It 
wiil show how the Old World laws, habits 
and customs w ere gradually changed ; how 
the graud ideas of freedom and the rights of 
man took root and flourished. It covers the 
period from the discovery and settlement of 
America to the Revolutionary War. In 1876 
I wrote a volume entitled ‘The R ,ys of ’76,’ 
a narrative of the battles of the Revolution, 
and of the trials and Devotion of our fathers 
in establishing the independence of the 
United States. While preparing that work, 
1 discovered that there was no volume 
in existence that would give the young 
people of our country an idea of the 
struggles of men in England and Europe 
against the tyranny of emperors, kings, popes, 
archbishops, bishops and inquisitors ; to sup­ 
ply that want I wi ote a second volume, en­ 
titled * The Story of Liberty,” which traced 
a chain of events through a period of five 
hundred years, from the signing of the Magna 
Charta to the settlement of Jamestown and 
Plymouth. This volume, therefore, fills the 
gap between the others in time, and together 
they make a series, not of general history, 
hut an outline history of the progress of 
ideas. * 
* I desire to call your atten­ 
tion to a few things which will be made plain 
in this volume. Yon will notice that the 
beginning of the history of our country is 
clear and distinct, while the beginnings of 
the histories of other countries are obscured 
by tradition or made doubtful by fable. Our 
early history is definite ; the early history of 
other lands uncertain. The history of a na­ 
tion is like the flowing of a river—there are 
many rivulets starting wide apart, which 
unite to swell the ever-deepening stream. 
Many of the fountain-heads of American his­ 
tory are iu England and Europe, and in or­ 
der to obtain a correct view of what trans­ 
pired in the colonies we must cross the 
Atlantic and follow the rivulets to their 
sources. * 
* In this volume you will see 
how tyranny and wrong have fought against 
liberty and justice; how that banner which 
the barons flung to the breeze at Runnyinede, 
inscribed with the rights of man, which 
Cromwell bore amidst the carnsge of Mars- 
ton Moor, which waved from the mast-head 
of the Maj flower when that lone veestl 
crossed the Atlantic, has never been trailed 
in the du-t iu this Western World; but 
tvranny and wrong have gone down before 
it.” 
F rien d s w o rth K 'ow ing ; o r G lim pses or A m eri­ 
can N a tu ra l H isto ry . By Ernest lngersol. New 
York: Harper it Bros, ¿an Francisco: A. L. 
Bancroft k Co. 
This is a small work, but one fully illus­ 
trated and full of interest. It is a plain, 
simple, poei'ive statement of certain facts in 
natural history useful to know and inviting 
the attention to certain animals and insects 
familiar in their ordinary habits to most peo­ 
ple, but concerning the daily life and habits 
of which there is much ignorance and mis­ 
conception. 
We are first taken into a 
suailcry and introduced to the land and 
fresh-water mollnsks—which are so repulsive 
in appearance—and we find them to be a far 
more interesting creature than is supposed by 
most people. Next we are brought to know 
the "early comers ”-—the birds—who pioneer 
and accompany spring’s happy advent. Then 
comes a chapter on wild mice, and ODe on 
ornithology, another on winter birds, another 
on the buffalo and his fate, then follow chap­ 
ters on “ The Song Sparrow,” “ H>w Ani­ 
mals get Home,” “ Bank Swallows,” “ The 
Oriole,” and a chapter on “ Civilizing In­ 
fluences.”

Henry 
James's “ Portrait of a Lady” needs no com­ 
mendation. John Fiske has an article on 
“ Sociology and Hero-Worship.” Miss Har­ 
riet W. Preston contributes a delightful 
literary historical essay on “ A Symposium 
of Sixty Years Ago.” William M. Ro»eetti 
begins his series of articles on “ The Wives 
of Poets.” Richard Grant White’s paper on 
“ Sara Bernhardt” will attract attention. 
Mr. Whittier’s tender poem in memory of 
Lydia Maria Child is one of the most chirm- 
irg poems. Mr. Stedmau has a fine poem on 
“ Ye Tombe of ye Poet Chaucer.” Other 
poems, essays, stories, and an unusually va­ 
ried “ Contributors’ Club” complete a su­ 
perior number of this magazine.

Christmas Thlvgs—A Case of Carelessness 
—How a Divorce was Procured 
in San Francisco. 


San F rancisco, December 22, 18S0. 
Dear Mabel and May and Fan : How are 
you spending Christmas up there in the 
country, I wonder ? Looking out upon the 
pines and the snow, perhaps, and won­ 
dering in your turn about the Christmas of 
other places.

That was 
PRACTICAL charity, 
Wasn’t it ? It is hard to realize, though, 
that there is any condition in life beside 
your own. It comes dully to your mind 
now and then that of course there are poor 
folks and rich folks, and in a negative kind 
of way, and as in duty bound, vou feel 
sorry for the one and envious of the other, 
but for the most part you don’t think of 
poverty or wealth either one. These holi­ 
days seem to give everyone an air of bon­ 
homie, and somehow, although advised 
that it is not poutic to know your neigh­ 
bor, because you can not he certain whom 
you are falling in with, folks can’t help 
talking receipts over the dividing fence. I 
never knew a woman yet who wouldn’t 
dare a good deal, in prospect of a new re­ 
ceipt or pattern for faucy work. They 
have right natty wall pockets now, 
just new, shaped like broad-brimmed 
straw hats. The hat flattens down against 
the wall and the crow n makes the pocket. 
With satin lining and spray of (lowers on 
the lower edge they are made very pretty. 
The same idea comes with Japanese fans, 
the small, long-kaudled ones that have no 
open aud shut. They are faced with satin, 
aud the pocket is set on, then the 
whole thing is hung up by the handle. I 
feel as though the air was so 
THICK W ITH BUNDLES 
That one is likely to hit me any time, and 
as far as I can learn every one shares that 
feeling with me. The ten-cent parcel man 
makes a coinmotion the length of his 
drive, and whenever a front-door bell 
rings, for three or four houses along w e ail 
run to the front window to see what’s 
coming for whom. Every one is quite 
barefaced about it, and beams delighted 
from wide open blinds, where closed 
slats are wont to be in use. 
It is 
lovely to go shopping when every one 
else is out on the same errand as 
well as yourself. I went the rounds the 
first day in the week, and although it was 
raining the proverbial oats and dogs, the 
streets were thronged, aud every other 
person carried the suggestive package. 
The street looked as though occupied by 
a regular procession of mushrooms, as the 
long line of umbrellas bobbed up and 
down. It seems to me we all went every­ 
where, for everywhere I went I met every­ 
body. 
And such lovely tilings, such 
charming, dainty, purse-rcacliing things 
are on saie ! Beautiful dress materials, 
laces, gloves, and the lightest and most 
airy nothings for the neck, that are very 
dressy and yet inexpensive. I saw a crowd 
of backwoods folk admiring a gentleman’s 
dressing-gown, which was a combination of 
black brocaded silk and old gold. Such a 
costly trifle as that must have seemed a 
waste of money to these “ horny-handed 
sons of toil.” IIow many hundred Christ­ 
mas cards I have looked at it would be 
hard to tell, and at first 1 could uot but 
wonder where the designs for all could pos­ 
sibly come from. But I remembered what 
a pass;-, n the desire to do something has 
become to the women of our day. There 
isn’t one but is filled with a longing to keep 
hoarders, if she can’t do anything else. 
Just now the craving runs to art. How 
many young ladies—uay, and old, too—do 
we all know who 
SKETCH A LITTI.E, 
Dabble in paints a little, attempt to design 
ou porcelain, etc., and then is it a wonder 
any longer that you can buy a pretty little 
Christmas card for fifteen, ten, even five 
cents? Of course you’ve read all about 
Prang’s prize chromos, and to repeat it 
would be an old story. But aren’t you 
glad it was a woman that won the first 
prize—§1,000—and she is Miss llosina Em­ 
mett. I find several little books on the 
counters also illustrated by her. Think 
what a triumph it was among a thousand 
competitors, perhaps, to have the best de­ 
sign ! And she just sat down at home and 
thought it out with her pencil and sent it 
off by mail, I suppose as we might have 
done had we tried, anil presto ! her thought 
is the best thought of all. Some one told 
me a funny thing the other day. There is 
a young lady in the employ of the Harper's 
Bazar people at a stated salary, and what 
do you suppose she does ? Why she poses 
for their fashion plates, for illustrations of 
coiffures, hats and bonnets, cloaks, dresses.

N ew Y okk, December 24th.—The members 
of the Committee ou the Organization of a 
Kailroad Sysrem in Mexico, who were ap­ 
pointed a t a meeting held at Delroonic >’s on 
November 11th last, met. yesterday pursuant 
to oróer of Chairman Grant, at which the 
following gentlemen were present:

Adams 
read the report of the m ajority of the sub­ 
committee appointed at the previous meeting 
—the 20th of November last—to the effect 
th at the sub-committee found it impossible to 
harmonize all the interests involved. Adams 
added, by way of explanation, th at the M ex­ 
ican Central Railroad Company and the So­ 
nora Railroad Company were in favor of a 
substitute union among all the interests likely 
to be affected by the organization of the gen­ 
eral railway system in Mexico, but the par­ 
ties interested in the Mexican Construction 
Company were not disoused to agree to auy 
plan looking to that end. 
Gould handed in 
a paper which he desired to be taken as the 
m inority report, and which presents the fo! 
lowing basis for an agreement and plan of 
joint action. 
F irst—T hat all th e p arties w ho already hehl 
ch a rters fr mi M exico, to gether w ith signers of th e 
rep o rt, shall agree jo in tly to co n stru c t any road or 
ro ads required by th e necessities of M exico and bv 
"their ow n in terests, each p arty having equal rig h ts 
in all roads b u ilt u n d er this agreem ent. 
In case of 
th is ag reem en t being ad o p ted , w ork is to b e con­ 
tin u ed on th e lines of railroad now b u ildin g under 
ex istin g M exican ch a rters, in accordance w ith th e 
te rm s of those charters un til th e p ro p er m odifica­ 
tio n of those ch a rters shall have been asked and 
obtained from th e M exican G overnm ent. 
W ith a 
view to m ake them al! conform to such o th er g ran ts 
as th e new com bination m ay ask and o b tain from 
M exico, a 1 vested in te re sts and ex p en d itu res al­ 
ready m ade are to l>e equa iv provided for. 
Second—T h at th e p resen t ch artered 
in terests 
shall con tin u e to construct th e ir several respective 
roads, and th a t each of th e signers of th e rep o rt 
m ay obtain th e rig h t to build, and m ay b uild th e ir 
h u e or lines of roads as in th e ir ju d g m en ts m ay he 
rem ire.! for th e ir respective in t; rests, b in ding th em ­ 
selves n e t to build lines from th e sam e points as 
those being constructed on th e fro n tier of Mexico, 
an d also to diverge as fur from those lines th ro u g h ­ 
out tiie several routes as th e topographical featu res 
of th e com try , situ atio n of th e centers of popula­ 
tio n and th e course of com m erce and clim atic con­ 
siderations will adm it. 
T hird—F ailing in both of th e above provisions, 
th e signers are disposed to en tertain , and w ill e n te r­ 
ta in , a proposition 
su b m ittin g th e ir respective 
claim s and differences in reg ard to these M exican 
railroads to th e ir C hairm an, G enera! U lysses S. 
G rant. 
H is decision th e reo n is to be rendered in 
w ritin g before th e 1st day oi F eb ru ary n ex t, and 
n o t later, w hich decision shall be accepted b y bo th 
p arlies, and obligations th e reo n executed to carry 
it out. 
O ib ir propositions were subm itted w ith a 
view to some general agreement, and after a 
protracted discussion of them , in the course 
of which a strong feeling iu favor of unity of 
action made itself apparent, the m eeting ad­ 
journed, subject to a call at any time by its 
Chairm an. 
Item s of W ashington Gossip. 
W ashington, December 21th.—The South­ 
ern Circuit Judgeship vacated by Judge 
M ood's promotion to the U nited States Su­ 
preme Court will probably be filled by the 
appointm ent of Judge Billings, formerly of 
the lav/ firm of Halleck, Peachy, Billings & 
Park, and now U nited States D istrict Judge 
a t New Orleans. 
Senator Kellogg says he 
thinks Billing? will get the place if the civil 
strvice ideas of President Hayes prevail, but 
otherwise Dan Parkee, of New Orleans, who 
is Kellogg’s cindidate, will be appointed. 
I t 
is understood th at the Presideut had fully 
ma le up his mind to appoint ex-Attorney- 
G entral Akertnsn to this position, and th at 
iu fact the papers for his nomination had 
been partially made out when news of his 
death arrived. 
Private letters received in this citv indicate 
a considerable certainty that Eugene H ale 
will be elected to the U nited States Senate 
to succeed Hamblin. 
On the other hand, 
tbe Lewiston Journal of the 22d quotes Con- 
gretB.nan Frye as saying that the report that 
lie had given up all hopes of being elected to 
t e Senate; anil that he had commenced a 
canvass for the Speakership of the House, is 
a p u re invention. 
H e will remain a candi­ 
date for U nited States Senator, and considers 
his chance of success as good. 
The develop­ 
m ents of the past week, the Journal adds, 
have only increased his confidence. 
In this 
direction a prom inent M aine politician, now 
in W ashington, makes the triple prediction 
th a t Hale will be elected to succeed Senator 
H am lin, th at Blaine will go into President 
Garfield's Cabinet as Secretary of State, and 
th a t l-'ryc will succeed Blaine in the Senate. 
Ex-Senator M itchell, of Oregon, is spend­ 
ing several weeks in W ashington, attending 
to business before the Supreme Court and 
tne Interior Departm ent. 
Mrs. M itchell, 
who went to Nice last winter in feeble health, 
is this winter in Paris with her two youngest 
children, and nearly or quite welL 
Rapid Progress o f ibe Northern Paclfl - 
KnUroad. 


N e w Y o k k , December “4th.— Fred Bill­ 
ings, President of the N orthern Pacific Rail­ 
road, told a Times interviewer yesterday th at 
G eneral Anderson, Engineer-in-Chiei, just 
returned from the Y'eilowsfone valley, has 
already contracted for ties and tim ber for 200 
miles on that division, and hi; instructions 
are to accomplish in the coming year the 
largest possible amount of mileage construc­ 
tion up the Yellowstone valley, with a view 
or closing up the central gap of 820 mil«s, 
and having the road running through in 1883. 
This central gap is from Gltndine, where the 
Missouri division ends, on the Yellowstone, 
to the eastern end of Pen d’Oreille. 
The 
Pen d’Oreille division will be completed in 
the 
early 
spring. 
I t 
is 
nearly 
all 
graded, materials are provided on the spot, 
and the track is now going down. 
As 
soon as it is completed, the work will be con­ 
tinued without interruption eastward and 
w ith vigorous progress up the Yellowstone, 
going west, and from Lake Pen d'Oreille, 
going east. 
The company confidently expect 
to close up the central gap in 1883. 
In ad­ 
dition to this activity in the heart of the 
continent work i? to be commenced this win­ 
te r on 120 miies across N orthern Wisconsin 
to M ontreal river, being the extreme eastern 
division of the road, and steadily carried for­ 
ward to completion. 
This division will form 
a part of the Lake Superior South Shore 
line, (running to Sault St. M aiie, and con­ 
necting with the Canadian roads, and to the 
Strait? of Mackinaw, connecting with the 
New York Central and Pennsylvania system. 
I t also makes a new connection with M ilwau­ 
kee and Chicago by the Wisconsin Central. 
Besides the work on the central gap and on 
the Wisconsin division the company propose 
curing the coming year to begin a connection 
on the western end of the Pen d'Oreille 
division with tide water. 
T ra in D elays o n 'th e O verland R ailroad. 
N ew Y'ork. December 24th.—A resident 
of Oakland, CaL, complains to the Tribune 
th _ t the daily overland mail lias been delayed 


frequently of late, and th at cattle trains on 
the Union Pacific Railroad have been given 
the right of way. 
The delay was said not to 
be unusual, and to excite unfavorable com­ 
m ent on the Pacific coast 
Sidney Dillon, 
President of the Union Pacific Railroad, 
said yesterday that there had been, occa­ 
sionally, in the last few months, slight delays 
iu the arrival of trains at Ogden. 
I t was 
usual for the Union Pacific and Central 
Pacific trains to make good the loss of time 
on each other’s line in the arrival at sacra­ 
mento or at Omaha. 
Trains stopped at 
Ogden two hours utu illy, and, of course, this 
time would be greatly shortened in case of 
emergency. 
In a few instances trains had 
arrived at Ogden on the Union Pacific road a 
few hours late, but the delays had been caused 
in either case by unforsten accidents, which 
were to be m et with ou every railroad.

Ponca chiefs were at the Interior D epart­ 
m ent this morning to confer with Schurz on 
the subject of settling their troubles, and the 
dra:t of a treaty was read to them, in which 
for $140,000 they agree to forego all claims 
against the Government and settle down iu 
ludiau Territory. 
Fifty thousand dollars of 
the money is to be used to purchase for them 
102,000 acres of laud in Indian Territory, 
$10,000 to be distributed among them equally 
per capita, $10,000 
to be expended for 
stock, cattle and draught animals for them, 
and $70,000 
to 
be 
invested 
for their 
benefit in five per cent. 
U nited States 
bonds, as a petm anent fund, the interest of 
which is to be distributed among them an­ 
nually, all subject to the approval of Con­ 
gress. 
W hite Eagle, speaking for the Pon­ 
cas, said, after listening to the reading of 
the treaty, th at his heart was filled with 
grief, because it was not enough, for they 
had suffered from depredatory Sioux and 
been driven from their homes, not from any 
fault of theirs. 
G ray H at said W illiam 
Welch, a former agent, had said their lands 
alone in Nebraska and D akota were worth 
$903,000, besides their homes and improve­ 
ments, but they would sign. 
Other Chiefs 
spoke similarly. 
Schurz had the treaty 
copied and ready for signing in the afternoon. 
Then General Crook commenced asking some 
questions, and fi mlly got W hite Eagle to 
tell the story of their forcible removal 
from Dakota by 
the troops, 
and their 
sufferings on the roads as weil aB after their 
arrival in Indian Territory, where they had 
land enough to graze their remaining few 
pm ies, and where the Poncas withered like 
the grass. 
General Crook 
proceeded to 
cross-question W hite Eagle, with a view of 
ascertaining why they are now apparently 
content to give $900.000 worth of property 
for $140,000 in a country where twenty-five 
per cent, of them died during the first year 
of their arrival. 
W hite Eagle, however, 
m aintained th at no threats or promises had 
induced them to come to their present con­ 
clusion. 
I t is evident th at the special Com­ 
missioners do not agree with the Interior 
D epartm ent as to the justice of keeping the 
Poncas in Indian Territory, and they may re­ 
port against it unless they find th at the con­ 
dition of the tribe now in the Territory is bet­ 
ter than commonly reported. I t is possible that 
the prospect of getting $10,000 in cash, 
which, in spite of the per capita distribution, 
would practically be paid to the head chiefs 
in Indian Territory, forms an irresistible in­ 
ducement for them to comply with Schurz’s 
terms. 
The special Commission, consisting 
of Generals Crook and Miles, will go to In ­ 
dian Territory next week, to inquire into this 
m atter, and if they report against it the Pres­ 
ident will not approve the bill proposed by 
Schurz, if Congress passes it. 
In conse­ 
quence of the cross-examination of W hite 
Eagle and his recital of the Poncas’ wrongs 
the afternoon wore awav without the signing 
of the papers. 
W hite E igle wanted to say 
some words to the Secretary, but was told 
th at it was too late for to-day, and he must 
wait till Monday to finish his talk ; but they 
might al! sign the papers to-day.

L o n d o n , December 24th.—Some soldiers 
on leave have been ordered to return to Ire ­ 
land. 
The feeling among the lower order of 
the people is said to be very strong Bgiinst 
the m ilitary, even in Dublin. 
I t is common 
practice to shoulder soldiers off from the foot­ 
path to provoke a quarrel. 
The movement 
of troops has excited a very uneasy feeling. 
I t is generally believed th at the Government 
possesses information warranting apprehen­ 
sion of danger. 
The Government Has been 
careful to make the most complete prepara­ 
tions for any contingency. Immense supplies 
of provisions, tents aud other campaigning 
requisites have been stored in the central 
depots. 
A steamship has arrived from Woolwich 
with 2,000 rounds of buckshot, large quanti­ 
ties of ball cartridges and intrenching tools. 
Another vessel is shipping a similar cargo at 
Woolwich for the new stations at Bruff, 
Mohill, Garrick on the Shannon and Bally 
Shannon, which will be occupied by troops. 
The positions are well chosen, being centers 
of disturbed districts, from which troops 
could operate in various directions. 
A t all 
stations where cavalry are quartered without 
infantry, the supply of ammunition will be 
increased to fifty rounds per man.
